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SOUTH-ASPECT CLASSROOMS 


HE report given last week of Hampshire county education committee's 

decision to spend a considerable sum of money on the provision of venetian 
blinds for the south windows of certain of their post-war schools has drawn 
from a correspondent a letter in which he asks when the virtual insistence of the 
Ministry of Education on school plans with southerly aspect for classroom 
blocks will be challenged. The Hampshire authority quoted has been con- 
cerned at the discomfort caused to children by sun-glare and by overheated 
classrooms in summertime, due to the large expanse of window made neces- 
sary, it says, by the Ministry’s regulations which prescribe a minimum day- 
lighting factor, while setting a figure of cost per place which has required the 
exclusion of external protective canopies. Venetian blinds have been selected. 
it seems, as being cheaper than the alternatives of curtains, tinted glass or 
double glazing. 

It is instructive, and not a little amusing, to recall that what is now the 
standard practice of planning classrooms with southerly aspect was anathema 
to earlier generations of architecture. Paul Waterhouse, in designing the new 
buildings for St. Paul’s School amid the market gardens of Hammersmith just 
before the turn of the century, took very great care to plan all his classrooms 
on the north side of the building; an even north light and, by no means unimpor- 
tant, isolation from the distractions inevitably associated with playing-fields 
probably influenced his plan. In those days. of course, classrooms were thought 
to be places for the instillation of scholarship, not rooms, as to-day. where 
overburdened teachers with too-large classes struggle to retain their charges’ 
attention in face of the competition of green fields outside and room tempera- 
tures and daylighting within which are either too hot or too cold or too dull 
or too bright. 

Convenience apart, our correspondent raises another point—the cost of 
planning schools when contours and site features dictate a plan which does not 
permit all classrooms to have the factor of daylight required by the Ministry ; 
this cost on occasion is undoubtedly heavier than need have been had a‘ natural ° 
plan been allowed to develop. and the scheme to follow natural contours 
rather than to cut across them. 

A further question raised should also provoke thought—the degree to which 
insistence on large window space in classroom blocks produces a monotony 
of design between school and school. : 

Altogether, the practical and aesthetic problems presented by south-aspect 
classroom block planning seem sufficiently great, in this correspondent’s views. 
to justify some independent study of what may well have become merely 
doctrinaire planning theory. We hope that some qualified body. perhaps the 
Nuffield Foundation, brave enough to risk being held reactionary, may conduct 
some research on the thesis whether the health advantages claimed for current 
classroom planning justify the initial extra expense often incurred and are 
worth the very real insulation and glare problems which can result in use. 


MOHLG UNDER FIRE 


NE of the most active branches of the CPRE is the Sheffield and Peak 
District Branch whose annual report, April, 1958, contains an excellent 
map showing some of the chief places in which it has taken a leading part in 
safeguarding scenery over the past 30 years. The report states that in the past 
12 months, the cause of rural amenities frequently has been let down by plan- 
ning decisions and indecisions. “Even where an Authority. backed by dis- 
interested voluntary effort. is bold enough at a public inquiry, to stand for 
good planning. and wins. a Minister may be persuaded to reverse a 
decision, even against good planning principles. The most serious setback is the 
attitude to the establishment of huge industrial developments in National 
Parks.’ The report suggests that the time has come to demand a real Ministry 
of Planning, * not to be confused with a Ministry of Pacification.’

Making Architecture Live 
e) OHN BETJEMAN was in rare form 
last week in addressing the Execu- 
tives’ Association of Great Britain on the 
subject of Architecture. Any architec- 
tural critic would have jumped at the 
chance of speaking to a hand-picked 
assembly of high-up executives of a 
hundred or more industries, and Mr. 
Betjeman took his opportunity with both 
hands. ‘Architecture,’ he told them, * is 
not a special thing kept for experts,’ and 
then proceeded to give a brilliant com- 
mentary on the architectural quality of 
the Strand in general and of the room in 
the Savoy Hotel in which the Association 
was meeting in particular. In the Strand 
he singled out for special praise the 
triangular block which hides Charing 
Cross Hospital; in the hotel he demon- 
strated visually some of the major archi- 
tectural crimes that had been committed 
by the original architect and by his 
successors. 

It is this knowledgeable, human 
approach to architecture as a living art, 
in which wit and good sense commingle, 
that seems to be lacking in most talks 
and debates on architecture, especially on 
the air. Many of Mr. Betjeman’s 
audience went away almost certainly 
jooking at London and, perhaps, their 
own personal surroundings, with new 
eyes, and that is the chief, perhaps the 
only reason for talking with laymen 
about architecture.

THE TALK lasted for under 25 minutes, 
but Mr. Betjeman nevertheless made time 
to drop into his discourse some aphorisms 
which deserve to be recorded: 

‘Architects are good people to go 
about with — they make you open your 
eyes. 

“*When you are looking at buildings 
you are looking at things which won't 
take offence, though they may give it. 

‘If you get used to thinking ~ What 
do I like about this room or this build- 


ing? ” you soon get used to using your 
eyes.” 
And finally: ‘No great architecture 


was ever made that was not designed with 
joy and with a desire to please. 


Buckminster Fuller at RIBA 


Mr. R. BUCKMINSTER FULLER, who 
yesterday (June 5) gave the Annual Dis- 
course at the RIBA, must be one of the 
most controversial figures in the archi- 
tectural world today. Although many 
people regard him as an eccentric and 
dismiss his theories on architecture with 
a shrug, others consider that his ideas 
and developments defy normal classifica- 

on. 

. Born in Milton, Massachusetts, in 1895, 
he later received his formal schooling at 
Harvard. Following several jobs he 
entered a naval academy and eventually 
the US Navy. In 1919 he founded the 
Stockade Building System—a reinforced 
concrete scheme of his architect father- 
in-law (James Monro Hewlett, vice- 


president and Fellow of the American 
Institute of Architects). 


In 1927 he 


abandoned the system 
and devoted himself to 
shaping his Dymaxion 
Creed. This title com- 
pounded of ‘ dynamic’ 
and ‘maximum,’ refers 
to the ‘maximum gain 
of advantage from 
minimal energy input.’ 
The Dymaxion House 
was the end product of 
this reasoning. Hexa- 
gonal in shape, and 
tension-suspended from 
a central duraluminium 
mast, it was envisaged 
as rentable on the same 
basis as the telephone 


and_ replaceable at 
intervals. 

Aiding the State 
Department in the ex- 
amination of the world 
housing problem for 
UNRRA, Fuller also 


developed a pro- 
gramme to convert war 
production to a world- 
wide service industry, 
which would provide 
scientific living 
facilities. 

In 1946 the Wichita 
House, roughly similar 
in design to the 
Dymaxion, was created. 
This was circular and 
incorporated __ indirect 
lighting of any colour, 
air conditioning, and 
garage space could be 
given by raising the 
whole house one storey. 

Three corporations 
are now maintained 
to correlate his many activities—the 
Fuller Research Foundation Inc., Grode- 
sics Inc., and Synergetics Inc.

Fashion in Architecture 


RIBA SESSIONAL PAPERS are nowadays 
very serious affairs, much concerned with 
building technology and economics. It 
is a pleasant change to have a lightly 
reminiscent discourse such as that given 
on May 21 by Mr. Humphrey Pakington, 
a shrewd and dispassionate observer of 
the architectural scene from the strategic 
position of a FRIBA Retired. (See 
page 1039). 


With great good humour and a deli- 
cately ironical wit, Mr. Pakington not 
only pin-pointed many of the fashionable 
changes in architectural design over 
the past 30 to 40 years, but also 
neatly deflated some of the puffed-up 
affectations of the contemporary style. 


Fortunately, fashions in ‘architecture 
do not change so frequently as fashions

in women’s dresses and the styling of 
motor-cars, but it is a little disconcerting 
to note how much they can change in 
a generation.

Plan for Queenstown, Singapore 


THE New Towns Working Party set 
up in 1953 under the chairmanship of 
Mr. J. M. Fraser, CBE, FRIBA, MTPI, 
Chairman of the Singapore Improvement 
Trust, to consider the plan for Queens- 
town, Singapore, has just issued its final 
report, an excellent example of its kind. 
Well-considered proposals are set out 
under two headings, I General and II 
Detailed Considerations. There are two 
appendices (a town schedule and a neigh- 
bourhood plan) and two large folding 
plans (Master Plan and Zoning Plan). 

The planning district of Queenstown 
has an area of approximately 1,150 acres, 
and is prejudiced by two major traffic 
routes running through its length and 
breadth and intersecting in the middle, 
dividing it into five neighbourhoods. The 
aim has been to plan a settlement for a 
self-contained and balanced community 
within the framework of the Master Plar. 
The report is issued by the Architect’ 
Department of the SIT, of which Mr. 
Lincoln Page, ARIBA, MTPI, is the 
senior architect.

It would be interesting to have the 
views of the doctors on whether the 
health advantages which are claimed for 
south-aspect classrooms justify the 
initial expense in planning against 
nature which so often happens, and the 
insulation and other difficulties which 
have arisen in Hampshire and, I should 
say, in every county in the kingdom. 


SCHOOLS ARCHITECT. 
Pensions for Staff in Architects’ 
Offices 
To the Editor of The Builder 


SIR, — When assistants are deciding 

whether to go into public or private 
olfices they are, quite naturally, influenced 
by the conditions of employment offered 
by each. Many believe that public 
employment has two main advantages — 
security and pension rights. 

I believe that, at least as far as the latter 
are concerned, private architects can and 
should be in a position to offer conditions 
equal to public offices. During recent 
months I have done considerable research 
into the possibility of a self-administered 
pension fund (i.e., not an insurance 
scheme) being adopted by private archi- 
tects for the benefit, and with the 
asreement, of their staffs. 

Such a scheme, financed by contri- 
itions from employer and employee, 
equires relatively low contributions from 
ith, is economical in administration and 
‘Il permit the employee to carry his 
‘nsion rights from one participating 
ice to another.

fully into the details of such a scheme. 
My desire at this stage is to ascertain 
the extent of the demand among private 
architects and their staffs. 

One point should be made clear: the 
scheme should be open to all private 
architects’ staffs irrespective of member- 
ship of professional organisations and, 
indeed, subject to Treasury consent, it 
might be possible to open the fund to 
allied professions. But at the moment I 
am _ primarily concerned with private 
practising architects and their staffs. 

I should like to hear from _ private 
architects who, preferably after discuss- 
ing the matter with their staffs, are 
interested in this proposal. If it is 
thought desirable, group meetings could 
be held in various centres more fully to 
examine it.

Illustrating Building Excavations 
To the Editor of The Builder 
IR,—May an architectural historian 

make a few suggestions on ways in 
which drawings and other illustrations 
may be made much more intelligible to 
the lay observer and possibly to the tech- 
nician as well? Inquiry of archaeologi- 
cal quarters has not elicited any stan- 
dardised scheme. 

(1) Areas of excavation, or in other words 
of trenching, should obviously be sharply 
differentiated from all other indicated 
features, including excavated remains. One 
way in which this has been done is by the 
broken (or dash) line: e.g.. in the excellent 
plan of the Charterhouse, London, in 
Knowles and Grimes, Charterhouse, 1954, 
folding plan opp. p.82; here it is fairly 
easily distinguished by the eye in spite of 
the complexity of the material shown. May 
I, however, suggest that a thin continuous 
line with a narrow feathery hatching on the

earth (or unexcavated) side would be a 
more graphic and immediately recognisable 
feature? It would have to be done care- 
fully to avoid obscuration in reduced repro- 
duction. The stopping short of hatching 
lines near structural lines might also be 
helpful in some cases. 

(2) Vertical wall-faces, however  frag- 
mentary, on ruined or foundation walls need 
to be distinguished from mere edges of 
walls visible on more or less flush hori- 
zontal level. and can be so done by thicker 
lines. 

These two desiderata were (I thought) 
specially apparent in the (if one may say 
so) otherwise excellent drawings of the St. 
Augustine’s Abbey, Canterbury, excava- 
tions by Mr. A. D. Saunders. shown to the 
Royal Archaeological Institute on March 
12. 

(3) Sections, just as much as plans, need 
orientating. i.e.. it needs to be shown in 
which direction the sectional plane is 
viewed, especially when (as on a slide) the 
manner of showing the sectional letters on 
plan cannot be compared. It could pre- 
sumably be shown as ‘Section . . . looking 
N.’ 

(4) Photographs of excavations, showing 
discovered remains with surrounding un- 
excavated earth in various planes, are very 
difficult to understand, especially (e.g.) 
cross sections of ramparts; direction of 
looking is here even more necessary, and 
outline line key diagrams distinguishing the 
unexcavated surfaces as suggested above, 
(1), would be invaluable. Lines showing 
projections of walls on a common plane 
would be useful. Moreover the vantage- 
points should be shown on the plans. One 
of the Roman Chichester views (Sussex 
A. S., xcv, 1957, pp. 116-) was a case in 
point. 

An imaginary example illustrating these 
suggestions is appended.

PENED officially at Lord’s on May 7, and named 

after Sir Pelham Warner, who was present at the 
opening ceremony, the new Warner stand replaced 
the original covered ‘A’ stand. It accommodates 
2.835 persons with, in addition, facilities for the 
BBC, Television and nearly 100 members of the Press. 
Ample bar facilities are included, including a fine 
members’ bar at mezzanine level with a view over 
the ground. Here is a mural based on an early print 
in MCC’s possession, designed by Christopher and 
Robin Ironside. 

Site: This at the north-west corner of the ground, 
between the pavilion and the grand stand. Site works 
included the redevelopment of the whole of the NW 
corner, with new roads and a new grass mound to 
replace the original one. 

Plan: This has been dictated by several factors, 
among them the positioning of the two main stair- 
cases, and the requirements that the roof line should 
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not exceed that of the pavilion, and that a mezzanine 
should be contrived to accommodate a members’ 
bar with a view of play. These factors have com- 
bined to produce a rake for seating on the upper tier 
that is perhaps slightly shallower than might other- 
wise have been considered desirable; taken in con- 
junction with the over-tall railings asked for by the 
by-laws, this gives an uncomfortable view from the 
front seats when the wicket is pitched towards the 
north. The projection of the grand stand also makes a 
smrall proportion of seats in the north-east corners 
useless, but this could hardly have been avoided. 
These points apart, MCC have acquired a handsome 
and useful new building which fits well into the exist- 
ing scheme. 


The stand has four main levels : 


(1) Basement level comprising beer cellar, wine 
store and electric service hoist serving all levels. 

(2) Ground level comprising terracing to seat 
1,354 persons, ground bar, store with roller shutter 
service entrance, male and female lavatories. 

(3) Mezzanine level comprising members’ bar, 
store, staff room, male lavatories. 

(4) Upper level comprising terracing to seat 
1,481 persons, Press box to seat 100, Press tele-

phone room, Press bar, store, BBC Sound and TV 

commentary boxes. 

Two external staircases adjacent to the two main 
entrances serve all levels, and a separate internal 
staircase serves the staff entrance to all bars and the 
Press accommodation. 

Construction: Steel was chosen for the main 
frame for the following reasons : (1) Prefabrication 
and speed of erection. In order to avoid undue dis- 
turbance during the cricket season all foundation and 
structural work had to be completed between Septem- 
ber and May; (2) reinforced concrete was rejected 
owing to difficulties of weathering and maintenance 
(see existing stands at Lord’s). 

An all-welded system was adopted with a minimum 
of bolted connections. This gave the engineers more 
freedom in their design and enabled the architects to 
influence the detailed design of each member. All 
steel is exposed for painting and where possible 
stands proud of surrounding brickwork to enable this 
to be carried out. The main cantilevers were fabri- 
cated in three sections with site welds across the full 
widths of the section in two places. The cantilever 
frames are stiffened laterally by tubular bracketing 
and portal framing in the two bays at each end of the 
stand.

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ARCHITECTURE AT THE 
RBA GALLERIES 


A Valuable Innovation 


IHERE are, I understand, two inno- 

vations at this year’s (229th) Exhi- 
bition by the Royal Society of British 
Artists, at their Suffolk-street Galleries 
until June 28. The first is the separation 
of ‘modern’ from ‘traditional’ paint- 
ings, etc., about which I shall say some- 
thing later. The other is an Architecture 
Room—altogether a good thing. Some 
well-known names are showing buildings 
or projects many of which are none the 
worse for being familiar. As well as 
models, however, their presentation by 
means of photographs in some cases is an 
advance on the rather cramping require- 
ments of the Royal Academy, which have 
led to a genre of perspective cheesecake, 
which I have been guilty of perpetrating 
in search of an honest (financially rather 
than artistically) penny, but still deplore. 
Since the RBA also perpetuates the con- 
vention, however, I wish it had taken 
things further and catalogued the names 
of those seasonal sow’s-ear-converters, 
as well as the designers. I will do so 
here, in  decipherable cases and 
parentheses. 

Sir Hugh Casson shows a grilled 
fagade for Martins Bank, modelled in 
that odd * smelter’ associated with ‘ what 
the Butler saw’ maquettes. Devereux 
and Davies’ Hospital Out-patients’ 
Department, Balham, is a montage of, I 
think, the right kind, and Norman and 
Dawbarn show flats at Woolwich 
(Myerscough Walker): the latter has 
pioneered in this oil or gouache tech- 
nique, but a happier example is Powell 


and Moya’s new hospital at Slough 
(draughtsman unknown). Guy Morgan 
and Partners’ office development, 


Knightsbridge, is also presented in a most 
competent pen-and-wash drawing (Violet 
Morgan). Of photographs, Denys 
Lasdun’s Whitleigh Footbridge, Ply- 
mouth, is a reminder of this spidery but 


authoritative elegancy, and Raglan 
Squire’s Polytechnic and University 
Buildings, Rangoon, again pose the 


question why such things are apparently 


better done at a distance than _ indi- 
genously. The comparatively con- 


ventional-contemporary Offices at Doha 
by Watkins, Gray and Partners are very 
pleasantly presented (A. H. Shearing). 
D. F. Martin-Smith’s interesting church 
at Crawley is not flattered by an impre- 
cise (and broken) model, I felt. 

Of the remainder of an impressive but 
overcrowded show, justice cannot be 
done in a brief note. The average is 
notably high and a proportion first class. 
I don’t think the segregation referred to 
above quite succeeds, largely because the 
distinction is artificial—surely everything 
painted to-day is ‘ modern,’ the difference 
being purely of approach, treatment and 
to some extent media? Here, I think, 
the Academy has the edge in its experi- 
ment of * higgledy-piggledy and hope for 
the best.” Moreover, a_ pocketful of 
tachisme, as a Sunday paper critic said, 
tends to cancel itself out by shrilling like 
at least four-and-twenty blackbirds. 

One’s eye was caught by many excel-

lent architectural studies, however, 
perhaps through seeing the Architecture 
Room first. This prompted the thought 
that although Bellottos and Loggans are 
rare to-day, we seem to have a growing 
school of topographical and architectural 
painters. Could not the RBA’s future 
Architecture Rooms include such draw- 
ings and paintings as well as architecture 
‘ proper ’? If so, the credit could be 
given to, e.g., Frank Hoar for such work 
as his Library, Kenwood, which (with 
regret) it is difficult to accord to his per- 
spective of Henry House, Kingston Hill. 
Incidentally, knowing to my cost the 
conditions of Crown leases, I am glad to 
hand on the Society’s appeal for funds. 
The building is a Nash one, a very worthy 
object and a London landmark badly 
needing complete re-roofing, for which 
the Society is liable.

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RICS ANNUAL REPORT 
Review of Professional Fees 


MPHE ninetieth annual report of the Coun- 

cil of the Royal Institution of Chartered 
Surveyors, which was submitted at the 
annual general meeting, held in London on 
June 2, announces that the review of the 
Scales of Profesional Charges has been com- 
pleted, after consultation with the other 
societies concerned. 

The revised scales, the report continues, 
are likely to be published in the near future. 
The main features of the revised scales are 
the abolition of the present lower scales for 
probate valuations, an increased scale for 
leasehold valuations, some improvement in 
the arrangement of the rating valuation 
scale, a modest increase of the scale for 
sales of real property, an improved scale 
for purchases (providing a higher rate of 
remuneration where several properties have 
to be inspected than for the case where the 
property to be bought is nominated by the 
client), and the assimilation of several of 
the scales which at present provide different 
rates of remuneration for similar work. 

Other points from the annual report are: 

Membership.—Total membership in 1958 
is 21,589, compared with 21,570 in 1957 and 
21.170 in 1956. 

The Appointments Register—Until the 
autumn of 1957 there was a steady flow of 
inquiries for new posts by members aad for 
additional professional staff by employers 
at home and abroad. However, after this 
date there was a sharp decline in the num- 
ber of senior valuation and quantity sur- 
veying posts—especially with private firms 
—throughout England and Wales. There 
has been a steady demand for qualified 
building surveyors, and their qualifications 
are becoming increasingly recognised. 
Quantity Surveyors’ Committee 


The following points are taken from the 
annual report of the Quantity Surveyors’ 
Committee. which forms Annex | of the 
main report: 

The Economic Situation and the Building 
Industry.—The Committee have continued 
to watch closely the economic situation as it 
affects the building industry. In aa 
endeavour to secure a wider view of the 
position, the Committee decided to seek the 
co-operation of the Quantity Surveyors’ 
Sections of the Branches. It is hoped that 
the general information thus available will 
ensure that the Institution’s represeatatives 
are fully briefed for their participation in 
the councils of the MoW and other bodies. 

Elemental Bills——The Committee received 
a further report from the Special Sub- 
Committee who reported in March, 1957. 
From the evidence available there still 
appears to be very little demand for 
elemental bills. 

Professional Fees - The Committee 
recommended to the Council certain minor 
amendments to the Scale of Professional 
Charges for Quantity Surveying Services 
(formerly Scale 34). The _ Institution’s 
Schedule of Professional Charges is being 
reprinted and this Scale will in future be 
re-numbered 36. 

The Committee negotiated with the 
Loadon County Council a revised Form of 
Agreement and Scale of Fees for Quantity 
Surveying Services where a member was 
appointed to act in conjunction with a 
private firm of architects.

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THE NEW TOWN OF 
CUMBERNAULD 


Preliminary Planning Proposals 


PRELIMINARY planning proposals for 

the development of the new town of 
Cumbernauld were given at a Press confer- 
ence held on May 28 at Cumbernauld 
House, Cumbernauld. © General Sir Gor- 
don H. A. MacMillan, chairman of the 
Development Corporation and Mr. L. Hugh 
Wilson, OBE, ARIBA, Dist.TP, AMTPI, 
Corporation’s chief architect and planning 
officer, gave information concerning the 
principal features of the new town which is 
being built to assist in the relief of conges- 
tion in the City of Glasgow. 

Out of the proposed total population of 
50,000, some 40,000 will come from Glas- 
gow. The new town is to be a balanced 
community with provision for industrial and 
commercial and all the other activities of a 
self contained town. 


Cumbernauld occupies a central position 
in the lowland industrial belt of Scotland. 
It is served by the main north/south and 
east/west road systems, giving easy access 
to Glasgow and Edinburgh, and the Lanark- 
shire and Forth Valley Industrial areas, as 
well as to the more distant north and south. 

The area designated by the Secretary of 
State as the site of the new town comprises 
some 4,150 acres and is roughly triangular 
in shape, measuring five miles from north 
east to south west, and two miles across 
from north west to south east at its widest 
point. 

Cumbernauld lies at the junction of two 
main trunk roads—A.80 (the Glasgow/ 
Stirling-road) and A.73 (the Abingdon/ 
Airdrie/Cumbernauld-road). Both carry a 
considerable volume of traffic. The Scot- 
tish Home Department are to improve and 
re-align these roads. 


Dual Carriageways 


Road A.80 is to be widened by the pro- 
vision of dual carriageways. It is proposed 
to divert road A.73 to join road A.80 at a 
new roundabout at the Kirkintilloch cross- 
roads. 


The road pattern within the new town 
will consist of an inner and an outer ring 
road, linked to the new lines of trunk roads 
A.73 and A.80 by three radial roads. The 
Corporation are particularly anxious to 
design the inner ring road in such a way as 
to ensure the free flow of traffic in the 
centre of the town. 


British Railways are to build new pas- 
senger and goods stations to serve the new 
town. These stations will be close to and 
easily accessible from the central business 
and commercial area. 

The central area will provide sites for 
shops, restaurants, offices and public build- 
ings such as cinemas, halls, library, civic 
centre, etc., and will also contain some 
housing in high blocks of flats. The site 
chosen is roughly in the middle of the built- 
up area of the town, south of and just below 
the ridge of the hill. Plans are now being 
worked out for this area which will be con- 
tained within the inner ring road and pro- 
vided with ample car parking space, some 
of it possibly at the lower level. Between 
the shops there will be pedestrian circula- 


tion only linked to the 
main footpath system of 
the town. 

Cumbernauld is for- 
tunate in that the first 
industrial development in 
the town has been the 
erection of a large fac- 
tory. Plans are in hand 
to attract other indus- 
trialists, particularly from 
Glasgow, into the town. 
It is hoped to build 
standard factories in 
units of 20,000 sq. ft. 
capable of sub-division, 
and also factory space 
from 300 sq. ft. up to 
3,600 sq. ft. on one floor 
in blocks of three storeys 
for the small industrialist. 
Industrial areas have 
been planned for the 
larger factories and for 
those concerns requiring 
rail sidings, but it is also intended that some 
smaller single-storey factories should be 
placed throughout the town in the vicinity 
of the housing areas. 

The main development on the hilltop, in 
terms of quantity, will be housing and it is 
proposed that the pattern should be of 
gradually increasing densities towards the 
centre with a general minimum density of 
70 persons per acre and a maximum of 
about 120 persons per acre. With the 
higher densities a proportion of the hous- 
ing will necessarily be in the form of flats 
and maisonettes generally in three to five 
storey blocks, although there will be a num- 
ber of high point blocks in the centre. 

Sites sare shown on the plan for a Pro- 
testant senior secondary school, two Pro- 
testant junior secondary schools and R.C.

secondary schools for boys and girls. These 
are Situated in close proximity to the outer 
ring road. There will also be sites for 
eight Protestant and four R.C. primary 
schools. A technical college is also planned. 

By arrangement with the ecclesiastical 
authorities concerned, sites are to be 
reserved for at least three churches for the 
Church of Scotland, four Roman Catholic 
churches and an Episcopalian church. 
Facilities for other religious denominations 
can also be made available. 

The Corporation are anxious that there 
should be a high standard of design in the 
new town, not only in terms of buildings 
and spaces, but also of all the many other 
smaller elements such as lamp standards, 
shelters, road signs, name boards, advertise- 
ments, etc.

MONUMENT IN MONTEVIDEO 


A NOTE has been received from the 
IUA that the conditions of the inter- 
national competition for a monument to 
José Batlle, in Montevideo, Uruguay, 
have been approved by them. 


The competition will be in two stages. 
In the first stage five competitors will be 
selected to compete in the second stage, 
and will receive prizes of 8,000 pesos. The 
winner of the first stage will receive a 
prize of 20,000 pesos, the second and 
third prizes will be 10,000 and 5,000 
pesos respectively. The jury of seven 
assessors include a representative of the 
IUA and the International Association of 
Plastic Arts.

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THE PASSING SHOW 


Mr. Humphrey Pakington 


The Hon. Humphrey Pakington, OBE, 
DL [Retired FRIBA], in a paper which 
he read at a meeting of the RIBA on 
May 21, gave an entertaining account of 
the changing fashions in architectural 
design since the end of the First World 
War. Following is the substance of his 
address. 


HEN I started my architectural life 

as a student at the AA after the 
First World War [in the early 1920s], 
the first thing we boys and girls 
were taken to see was Mr. Austen Hall’s 
building for the Metropolitan Water 
Board. Victoriana had become anathema 
to the younger school of architects. To- 
day, of course, it is thought quite safe 
and even rather fashionable to flirt with 
Victoriana. Queen Victoria is back again: 
back with such force and gusto, indeed, 
that at a recent meeting I heard Professor 
. Basil Spence burst into paeans of praise 
of the Albert Memorial. Now I fully 
realise that in 20 years’ time all you boys 
will be raving about that horrible piece 
of work; but to rave about it now seems 
to me to be jumping the queue. A catho- 
lic taste is all very well, but a too catholic 
taste may lead to a lack of conviction: 
and it is conviction—aided by a certain 
narrowing of the range of vision if you 
like—which promises to make of to-day’s 
architecture a style which truly reflects 
its age. Blinkers are useful for others 
besides horses. 


Windows and Sash-bars 


In this flight from Queen Victoria and 
All That there were certain taboos, and one 
of the chief taboos was the plate-glass win- 
dow. A window without sash-bars, both 
vertical and horizontal, was no’ longer 
allowed. Some housewives might complain 
that all these sash-bars made window- 
cleaning more difficult, but we were ready 
with the eminently practical answer that it 
was much cheaper to break one small 
pane than a whole big window. To this the 
housewife retorted that she wasn’t in the 
habit of breaking her windows, and we 
then had to produce the aesthetic argument 
—always the last resort in this country—and 
say that it was absolutely necessary to have 
the sash-bars in order, so to speak, to carry 
the eye across the void. 


Life, however, was speeding up; and a 
few years later it became necessary to carry 
the eye even more quickly across the void. 
With this end in view, the vertical sash-bars 
were omitted. Wider yet and wider became 
the fashion for windows. ° 


Having been born, so to speak, with a 
sash-bar in my mouth, you may imagine 
my surprise when I began to look around 
me after the Second World War, and not a 
sash-bar could I see! Clients were complain- 
ing about it, of course, as they always do 
complain about everything. ‘Suppose they 
broke a window,’ they said. ‘there was a 
whole great new sheet of glass needed!’ 
| ‘Oh, but one doesn’t break windows,’ the 

architect replied and, anyway, sash-bars 
Were unobtainable owing to the shortage 
of steel. ‘But surely,’ said the more intelli-

gent client, who knew his stuff, ‘surely, 
don’t sash-bars, so to speak, help to carry 
the eye across the void?’ ‘Ah,’ said the 
architect, ‘ they used to do so, certainly, but 
they don’t now. You see, if you haven’t got 
any sash-bars, the eye is allowed to rest 
upon the voids, and if your voids are well 
placed, as I think mine are....’ I’ve never 
heard an architect admit that he just left 
out the sash-bars because all the other boys 
were doing it. 


Corner Windows 


And talking of windows, what has hap- 
pened to that playful little feature, the 
corner window? As students we were 
brought up in the firm faith that the 
corners of a building must not only be 
strong: they must Jook strong. Any window 
Straying too mear the corner was told 
firmly to keep back. 

Not long afterwards, however, the corner 
window began to creep in—or, rather, it 
began to creep out—and we all started 
taking bites out of the corners of our neo- 
Georgian buildings. But where is the corner 
window now? I saw a couple on a new 
building at High Wycombe the other day, 
and it gave me quite a nostalgic feeling. 
One may, of course, forget that one has 
corners nowadays, and have a complete wall 
of glass and balance anything one likes on 
top of it, without suffering any aesthetic 
discomfort: and the ease with which one 
can get used to anything makes one realise 
how unwise it is to write books on the 
theory of architectural design, and how wise 
to incline to an empirical view of the matter. 

A modern fashion which seems likely to 
stay for a time—I will not venture to say 
more in this changing ‘world—is_ the 
boxing-in of a window with a narrow 
surround which projects slightly from the 
face of the wall. Doubtless there is some 
technical term for this feature which I do 
not know. This boxing-in seems to have 
become almost obligatory, and I believe it 
to be sensible from the structural view- 
point. Moreover, it emphasses the import- 
ance of the window, gives it definition, and 
suggests that that particular window was 
meant to be in that particular place and 
nowhere else: and I still believe that 
fenestration is of some importance in 
design. 


The Slits of Ronchamp 


I must, however, modify all my remarks 
on fenestration in the light of Corbusier’s 
church at Ronchamp. I have only seen this 
church in photographs, but I understand 
that it is now proper to light a building by 
means of slits and keyholes cut at random 


in the walls. I must say that I wish Cor- 
busier had thought of this idea while I was 
still in practice: it would have saved a 
great deal of the trouble I took over my 
windows. 

Still talking about fenestration, there is 
another type of window new since my day 
and still with wus—the picture-window, 
antithesis of M. Corbusier’s slit and key- 
hole. I do not possess a picture-window; 
nor at my age am I likely to acquire one. 
But I see no objection at all to this feature 
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provided there is a pleasant picture to be 
seen through it, and not, as in one case I 
know, a composition of dust-bin, corrugated 
iron garage, and dish containing the cat’s 
dinner. Those who are thinking of investing 
in a picture-window, however, should re- 
member that it is a double-edged tool, and 
that the occupants of the house may easily 
be mistaken for wax-models in a shopfront. 

I have noted with pleasure the wall of 
glass which can be such a delight in the 
living-room of a house in the country, pro- 
vided one can afford the extra heating and 
the outsize curtains, of course. With such 
a wall of glass one may sit in the room 
and imagine oneself to be in the garden. 
Indeed, one may actually be in the garden, 
for it is now compulsory to introduce a 
range of exotic plants and train them over 
the living-room walls, where they grow and 
thrive with their host of not-so-exotic 
spiders, bugs and beetles. 

Roofs 

We have now done windows, and will 
start on roofs.- Here ‘the changes in my 
time have been even more startling. The 
requirements for a roof when | was young 
were, first, that it should not let in the 
rain; and, secondly, that the whole roof 
should not get blown off in one fell swoop. 
Hipped roofs were the fashion, being con- 
sidered more Georgian than gabled ends, 
and giving a pleasant, snug, haystack 
effect. But a little later snuggery and 
haystacks and all that were thrown 
overboard, and if one wanted to be really 
smart and wasn’t afraid of getting wet, 
one experimented with a flat roof. And 
now, of course, back we have gone—in 
domestic work at least—to the dear old 
gables. But it is not considered proper to 
give as reason that gables happen to be all 
the rage at the moment: one must explain 
that the gable gives a longer ridge-line, 
and is therefore more restful to the eye. 
The eye, you see, is always being cosseted, 
and quite rightly too; either resting upon 
the ridge, or being carried across a window. 

Another popular type of roof, which 
would, however, have caused despondency 
and alarm when I was young, is the emi- 
nently sensible and economical one-slope 
roof, reserved in my day for the aisles of 
cathedrals and the water-closets of farm- 
houses. They were known in those days as 
lean-to’s, but they no longer need to lean 
to. They may now stand on their own, and 
they give a pleasant opportunity for being 
clever with your levels. If the roof is pro- 
jected well over the front, and firmly tied 
on, it’s quite easy to obtain a broody, 
Frank Lloyd Wright feeling. 

Yet another modern development is a 
thing called a ‘butterfly roof, because it 
dips down in the centre instead of sticking 
up, and that, of course, is just what a 
butterfly does. If the object of this type of 
roof is to save one downpipe, I don’t think 
it’s worth it, for to my eye it gives the effect 
that there’s been a mistake in the calcula- 
tions and the thing’s fallen in. I have 
generally seen this roof on single-storey 
buildings, presumably because with such 
buildings it is easy enough to nip up and 
clear away the leaves, snow, and other im- 
pedimenta which have settled on the 
butterfly’s back. I would not be thought, 
however, to criticise the butterfly roof too 
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severely, for I do realise that it allows the 
eye to rest on one rainwater pipe instead of 
squinting at two. 


Chimneys 


From roofs we may pass to chimneys. A 
chimney’s a chimney all the world over, but 
some modern chimneys are considerably 
more than chimneys. I refer to those vast 
rugged erections of random rubble, with at 
least one side battered. These probably 
originated with the late Mr. Voysey, but 
have now been appropriated by the Daily 
Mail Ideal Home, in which a few rather 
flimsy glass apartments may be moored to 
this stout structure in the hope that this will 
prevent their being blown away. 

At the other end of the scale of chimneys 
is the stovepipe, which is a striking feature 
of some contemporary designs. This type, 
however, has yet to attain general popu- 
larity, as the less intelligent clients com- 
plain that they don’t want their houses to 
look like gipsy caravans. On the whole, 
therefore, chimneys cannot be said to have 
progressed very much in the last 40 years. 


Closely allied in spirit to the stout 
chimney is the change of walling material, 
without which no building can be con- 
sidered ‘contemporary.’ It is now almost 
compulsory—or was when I last looked— 
to have a bit of rough stone walling near 
the door, where the building is most likely 
to get kicked: the inference being of course 
that it is the sort of building one is likely 
to want to kick. There must also be some 
vertical cedar-board, preferably between 
the windows, though anywhere else will 
really do as well. 


Interior Decoration 


Akin to this change of walling material 
outside a building is the contemporary 
fashion for treating interior walls. When 
I was a student interior decoration was very 
simple, for it was de rigueur to distemper 
the walls in a shade of cream, this being 
considered ‘sunny.’ The woodwork was 
stained ‘dark oak ’—considered labour- 
saving because you could kick it as much 
as you liked without apparent damage: 
though I don’t know why people should 
want to kick the woodwork. 


Labour-saving was the great slogan of 
the 1920’s, and one Society woman went 
so far as to have the walls of her London 
drawing-room painted black. This was the 
death-knell of cream and dark oak and all 
that, and experiments were made with 
white floors and black ceilings till we 
steadied down into having walls, ceiling, 
and woodwork in different tones of the 
same hue. And then wallpapers began to 
seep back, after having been banished for 
years: the return of romance, you see. 
And just at the moment—unless I am 
already out of date—you may do anything 
you like provided you stick in a bit of 
wallpaper somewhere, and provided every 
other surface is done in a different colour. 


Planning 


In my student days, planning was a 
right little, tight little business, with a lot 
of stuffy little apartments above fitting 
neatly over a lot of stuffy little apartments 
below. Once inside a building you really

were inside: today one is apt to remain in 
a state of suspended animation, not quite 
sure whether one is indoors or outdoors. 
This is all very well for sunny climes, but 
not so good for England, where it is more 
satisfactory as a rule to be quite certain 
that one is indoors. 

Again, we boys were far more sym- 
metrical-minded than is the present genera- 
tion, who have brought the art of 
asymmetrical balance to a high pitch of 
perfection—a feat achieved by an under- 
lying sense of classic order. Today’s work 
is contradictory stuff, fundamentally classi- 
cal in its orderliness, in the cutting away 
of the inessential, in the mathematical pre- 
cision of its workmanship: yet with a free- 
dom and fluidity and openness of plan 
which is perhaps its most striking feature. 

This fluidity of plan is shown on a small 
scale in many modern houses, where heat- 
ing methods have abolished the door. Here 
the ground floor becomes nearly an all- 
purpose room, where one may lounge in a 
corner marked ‘lounge,’ eat’ in a place 
marked ‘eats,’ cook, work, and kick up a 
shindy all in the same room: and retire 
periodically to what I understand is now 
called ‘The Toilet’—still, I believe, a 
separate apartment even in the most con- 
temporary houses. 


Bungalows and Schools 


Another change one may observe is in 
the popularity of the bungalow. I can 
remember designing only one bungalow in 
15 years’ practice, but bungalows must now 
be the staple diet of the domestic architect. 
Their popularity is due to the high pro- 
portion of the population suffering from 
rheumatism, arthritis, slipped discs, and 
whatnot. There were no discs to slip when 
I was young. It is now generally accepted 
that no person over 65 should be expected 
to walk upstairs, The same holds good for 


young persons of school age, so that the 
modern school has to sprawl over a vast 
acreage of agricultural land. Many of 
these are delightful, but in the more 
mechanical designs the classroom wings 
suggest rows of old trams with the wheels 
taken off, extending for a quarter of a mile 
or so. I have queried whether so much 
glass is good for the children, and have 
been told that they’ve got to have it be- 
cause it’s cheap; but I dare say you read 
the other day about the school where the 
classes have to be removed into the corri- 
dor at the back when the sun comes out. 
The drawings of these buildings are broken 
up in the foreground by some delicately 
drawn trees which it is hoped will be there 
some day, and these trees help greatly to 
sell the collection of disused trams to the 
local: education authority. These trees 
measure the great advance in architectural 
draughtsmanship in the past 40 years. My 
trees were all Lombardy poplars. 


The ‘ Tall Slab’ and Town Planning 


Another building of today is the tall, 
narrow slice. Slabs of glass and sanitary 
ware are not easy subjects of affection. The 
shape of these buildings being constant, 
the design of the elevation becomes a 
matter of pattern, as though one were incis- 
ing upon a stone slab. Sometimes a design 
of great delicacy and delight is evolved: 
more often the result seems to me just 
dull; sometimes it is even vulgar. These 
great slabs stand about at odd angles over 
the mess of the old town, like a herd of 
prehistoric mammoths browsing upon the 
little houses around them. The fashion of 
putting these buildings on legs only in- 
creases the likeness. These buildings are 
indeed a sad commentary on the over- 
crowded state of our country. 

Modern town-planning is another field 
in which immense changes have taken 
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place. When I was a student we were much 
aflected by the Beaux Arts tradition— 
though I don’t think there was very much 
Beaux about us, or much Arts for that 
matter. A lay-out meant to us an uninter- 
rupted axis, some monumental steps, a 
brace of fountains, a couple of my Lom- 
bardy poplars, one on either side, and rows 
and rows of balustrading, which I always 
found exceedingly difficult to draw. Town 
planning in those days was still the formal 
affair which had produced Portland Place 
and The Mall—a wide, monumental road 
leading straight to somewhere you didn’t 
want to go to. But it is not only changing 
fashion that has brought in the less formal 
planning of today: it is a recognition that 
life should not consist solely of getting 
from one place to another as quickly as 
possible. Life includes a chat with a neigh- 
bour, a bargain with a salesman, a drink 
under the chestnut tree. The planning of 
today is built on the life of the individual, 
with its car-free precincts for the shopper, 
its promenades for the walker and the 
talker, its place for leisure and its place 
for rest. Modern planning fits the streets 
to the human scale. In my day it meant a 
lot of ants running round the Arc de 
Triomphe. 

A notable example of this human plan- 
ning, to my mind, is Sir William Holford’s 
lay-out for the neighbourhood of St. 
Paul’s, which seems to me in keeping -with 
the English tradition. Our genius has not 
led to the flamboyant civic design, with 
everything where it ought to be, nor has it 
favoured the monumental lay-out: but we 
can show examples of great delight in the 
cathedral closes and market squares of our 
ancient towns. These have an accidental, 
picturesque appearance: but nowadays we 
plan the accidental and make it picturesque. 

The sense of intimacy, of being enclosed 
in a miniature world, is of the very essence 
of town design, but we are only now 
recovering the lost art. When I was young, 
the Garden City was all the rage. All you 
had to do was to throw town and country 
into the pot, stir well, and you would pro- 
duce a satisfactory pudding. Today it is 
realised that the intrusion of country into 
town spoils that sense of intimacy and 
enclosure which the town should possess, 
just as surely as the intrusion of town into 
country ruins that tranquillity which is the 
special virtue of the countryside. 


Coventry and Humanism 


I am lucky enough to live within a reason- 
able distance of Coventry, and a visit to 
the new civic centre is one of my outings. 
As one walks up the hill from the direction 
of Warwick one is confronted with a 
group of tall buildings on the summit, 
Standing cheek by jowl as town buildings 
should, jostling one another like the 
bastion and curtain wall of a medieval 
castle. The massing of these tall buildings 
does indeed suggest memories of some 
great building of the Middle Ages, and the 
Papal Palace at Avignon comes to my 
mind, despite the modern detail. This 
massing of tall buildings is not only im- 
Pressive in itself: it also gives that sense of 
enclosure so vital in civic design. 

_ This sense of enclosure is further empha- 
sised at Coventry by the fact that to reach 
the civic centre from the Warwick road 


one must pass under one of the tall build- 
ings, a feature which gives that other 
important element of surprise to the design. 
I have been in Coventry on a Saturday 
afternoon, and it was a real pleasure to 
see the citizens apparently in full enjoy- 
ment of their city—strolling in crowds 
along the covered arcades or sitting at tea 
on the raised terraces, watching the passing 
show. I felt as if I were in a foreign city. 


The realisation that a town—even though 
it be not a Garden City—may be a place 
to be enjoyed shows a difference in outlook 
which has appeared since I was young. 


GUILDFORD HIGH 
STREET 


Council Accept Architects’ Recom- 
mendations on Development 


ON the advice of a panel of architects 

and the planning consultant, Mr. G. E. 
Jellicoe, FRIBA, FILA, MTPI, Guildford 
Town Council, on April 29, gave their 
approval to the design of the development 
by the local architects, Messrs. Brownrigg 
and Turner, of Upper High-street, between 
Chertsey-street and Allen House. The plan 
involves the widening of the street and 
building development by the Norwich Union 
Insurance Society. 

Recommendations that Mr. J. A. Brown- 
rigg should also design the adjacent open 
spaces, including the forecourt of the new 
Royal Grammar School building, that he 
should also have control over the design of 
the shopfronts, and that the scheme should 
be done in its entirety and not by stages, 
were also approved in principle. 

Problems to be solved in planning the 
redevelopment of the area were discussed in 
a report by Mr. Brownrigg to the Town 
Planning Committee of the Corporation, 
and the principles that have been followed 
in arriving at a solution are as follows :— 

(a) The new building shall harmonise 
successfully with the existing townscape 
pattern; 

(p) the scale of the new building shall 
conform as far as possible to the modest 
scale already established in the vicinity 
which is so right for the town; 

(c) the materials to be used shall blend 
with the old-established materials which 
give the High-street its mellow appear- 
ance; 

{d) such architectural features as are 
used shall claim relationship with those 
used in other parts of the street; and 

(e) while being consistent with the 
above requirements, the building shall be 
a 20th century one and not masquerade 
in the guise of some Georgian or other 
ancestor. 

The whole building has been designed as 
a simple three-dimensional solution to the 
planning problem, the site and user require- 
ments. 

Other interesting points about the develop- 
ment include the following:—The scale has 
been matched as nearly as possible to the 
scale of the neighbouring buildings both in 
height and in vertical sub-divisions. The 
shop frontages have been based on a 
15 ft. 3 in. module, which both coincides 
with similar adjacent frontages and is of the 
right order of size for the smaller trader 
who is to be re-offered accommodation. The 
larger unit, considered necessary to ter- 
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minate the block at the Chertsey-street 
corner, is of the same number of storeys 
and only very slightly larger than the 
present corner building. 

Diversity of treatment has been achieved 
by varying the massing at each end, 
breaking up the intervening block by vary- 
ing fenestration and surface treatments, pro- 
jecting and recessing various parts of the 
building frontage and incorporating features 
of architectural interest. 

The inevitable variety of shop fronts to 
be installed will follow out the pattern set 
and integrate with it. 

The scheme has been designed to provide 
the maximum amount of shop space with 
a reasonable area of office accommodation 
over them and possibly some living. space, 
and the service road at the north of the site 
allows for delivery of goods to and from 
the rear of the shops. 


‘TRANSPORT AND 
THE COMMUNITY’ 


A Paper at the TPI Scottish Branch 
Conference 


~ PEAKING to the Annual Conference of 

the Town Planning Institute (Scottish 
Branch) in Edinburgh on May 30, Mr. 
JaMEs Amos, chairman of the Scottish Bus 
Group, took as his theme ‘Transport and 
the Community. Commenting on the 
complete transport system, Mr. Amos said 
that this should ideally embrace operations 
both in the urban community and in the 
countryside around it. 

On planning, Mr. Amos said: ‘If the 
planning is good, the transport services will 
be good, both for the operator and—even 
more important—for the public. The 
transport services of the future, and there- 
fore the convenience of the public, will be 
conditioned by the way in which the planner 
disposes the use of land which generates the 
traffic. 

‘The town planner’s main object,” he con- 
tinued, ‘is to bring about conditions for 
ordered and gracious living, and one basis 
for this is cheap and efficient transport, 
which is also the aim of the transport 
operator. If this common aim is to be 
achieved the needs of public transport must 
be given consideration at the inception of 
planning and must not be left, as has hap- 
pened so often in the past and still some- 
times happens today, as something to be 
thought about and worked in after develop- 
ment has been completed.” 

Concluding, Mr. Amos stated that being 
arbiters of the uses to which land may be 
put, the town planners had over-riding con- 
trol over these matters. The community 
required good, fast and cheap transport 
services and this result could be achieved 
in the first instance only if the elements 
which gave rise to traffic were properly dis- 
posed in relation to each other—home, 
workplace, shops, cinemas, places of enter- 
tainment and recreation, and so on. 

‘The town planner should bring the trans- 
port operator into consultation before he 
put pen to paper and not wait until after- 
wards. The new housing estate which the 
transport operator cannot properly serve 
because roads are not suitable or badly 
planned; the isolated factory group; the 
ill-sited bus station—this sort of thing 
should not be allowed to happen.’ 
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SUB-CONTRACT TENDERS 


FASS Draft Form Revised 
By a Special Correspondent 


[IN considering the proposed Sub-contract Tender Form which 
has been prepared by the Federation of Associations of 
Specialists and Sub-contractors (and is reproduced below), 
it is important to remember that great care has been exercised 
in the preparation of the conditions of the Standard Form of 
Sub-contract so that they accord with the conditions of the 
RIBA Standard Form of Contract upon which the whole of the 
works will be executed. A duty therefore devolves upon the 
architect, the contractor and the sub-contractor to ensure 
that Conditions of Tender accord with Conditions of Contract 
and are not at variance in any particular. Is this requirement ful- 
filled within the framework of this proposed Sub-contract Tender 
Form ? 

Taken as a whole, it would appear that a tender submitted 
on this form could be the basis upon which a sub-contract in 
standard form could be let having regard to the fact that the 
tender itself is not a contract document, and the following com- 
ments upon the several clauses of the Draft Tender Form may 
be worthy of consideration : 

Criause 1: For the sake of conformity with Clause II of 
the Standard Form of Sub-contract it would be preferable, in 
the last line, to refer to ‘ such other sum as shall become payable 
by reason of any authorised variation.’ 

CLausE 4: The reference in parenthesis to supplementary 
conditions approved by the architect might well lead to mis- 
understanding and confusion if such conditions have not been 
incorporated in the bill of quantities and if they are at variance 
with the conditions of the main contract. 

CLAUSE 5 : Care must be taken that the detailed information 
given in the Appendix is strictly in accord with the bills of 
quantities and with the conditions of main contract. 

CLausE7: As this clause does not precede Clause 6, is it 
implied that the time required for execution of the work is not 
to be considered a relevant condition of the tender? 

APPROVAL BY ARCHITECT: In very many cases, tenders for 
sub-contract works are submitted to the architect before the 
main contract is let. Since eventually the sub-contract would 
be let by the main contractor and not by the architect, it would 
surely be prudent for the architect to qualify his approval of 
the tender as being subject to approval, by the main contractor, 
of conditions of sub-contract. 

APPENDIX : There is no provision in the main contract for a 
period of maintenance. If it be a requirement of.the architect 
or the employer that a particular sub-contractor maintain his 
work for a given period of time, which may well exceed the 
defects liability period, then surely it would be preferable that 
a collateral warranty be negotiated between the employer and 
the sub-contractor. No main contractor can be expected to 
assume this responsibility within the framework of the main 
contract. It should be made clear that the defects liability 
period dates from the practical completion of the main contract 
and not from the completion of the sub-contract works. 

In conclusion, it is known that the Joint Contracts Tribunal 
are in the process of revising the RIBA Standard Form of Con- 
tract and it is hoped that a revised document will be issued for 
use within the next eighteen months. Doubtless some of the 
revisions will necessitate appropriate revisions to the Standard 
Form of Sub-contract. Is this the time to issue a document 
relating to what will soon be an obsolete contract form ?

Report for 1957 


[HE report of the Ministry of Housing 

and Local Government for the year 
1957* has been presented to Parliament 
by the Minister, and was published on 
May 15. As in the 1956 report, one aspect 
of the Department’s work has been 
chosen for review over a longer period 
than a year in order to show develop- 
ments in the light of post-war policies. 
This year there is a review of water prob- 
lems and policy in England and Wales 
since the passing of the Water Act, 1945. 

he report discloses that about half the 
population is served by the 55 largest water 
undertakings, and the other half by about 
900. Although many undertakings are fully 
capable of meeting the demands made on 
them now, or likely to be made in the 
future, a considerable section of the water 
industry, as at present organised, is not 
equipped to do so. New industries in areas 
where the water undertakers have previously 
supplied only domestic needs, and increasing 
use of irrigation help to increase consump- 
tion. Over 95 per cent. of the population 
—a higher proportion than in any other 
country—enjoys a piped water supply, but 
nearly all the rest live in country districts 
where further improvement is difficult, ex- 
pensive and sometimes beyond the means of 
the authorities concerned. 

A circular from the Minister in September, 
1956, urged faster and more radical action 
on regrouping, and asked all water under- 
takers to consider immediately whether in 
the interests of efficiency they should not 
combine with their neighbours. It pointed 
out the availability of compulsory powers 
failing agreement. 

There is no doubt, says the report, that 
over England and Wales as a whole water 
resources will be ample to meet all foresee- 
able demands. But the biggest element in 
the price of water is the cost of distribution 
and it will not always be economic to take 
water very long distances to the consumer. 
For this reason availability of water supply 
is likely to become an increasingly important 
factor in the location of industry. 


Housing 
The Rent Act came into force on July 6. 
The general objectives of the Act—the out- 
standing development in the housing field 
in the year—were to enable rented houses

and flats to be put into and kept in repair, to 
increase the total stock of rented accommo- 
dation, to secure a better use of existing 
housing accommodation, and to make a be- 
ginning on the restoration of a free market 
in rented housing. It had the effect of decon- 
trolling about 750,000 dwellings in England 
and Wales out of a total of approximately 
5,000,000 houses let unfurnished at con- 
trolled rents. 


Despite the capital investment restrictions, 
there was, by the end of 1957, no more than 
a slight decline in the rate of resolutions by 
local authorities defining clearance areas 
for future action. During 1957 more. than 
148,000 people were moved from unfit 
houses. The transfers appear to have taken 
place smoothly and with relatively little 
complaint. 

For the fifth year in succession, the total 
number of houses and flats completed in 
Great Britain reached the 300,000 mark. 
The figure was 301,090. The number started 
during the year was 246,000, compared with 
249,000 for 1956. The number of houses 
under construction, however, fell from 
228,000 at the beginning of 1957 to 205,000 
at the end. In England and Wales 146,000 
houses were built by public authorities and 
123,000 by private enterprise. The compar- 
able figures for 1956 were 149,000 and 
120,000. 

As a consequence of the capital invest- 
ment restrictions, the Minister told the 
House of Commons on November 11 that 
some slowing down of house-building by 
public authorities was unavoidable and that 
the number to be started in 1958 would be 
adjusted so as to reduce the number com- 
pleted in 1959 by local authorities and new 
towns to 100,000 a year in England and 
Wales. 

Analysis of tenders shows a trend towards 
smaller houses. In the last quarter of 1957, 
23 per cent. of the dwellings put into tender 
had one bedroom and 33 per cent. had two. 
In 1957 nearly 31 per cent. of all dwellings 
built by local authorities were flats (com- 
pared with 27 per cent. in 1956). The figures 
of dwellings put into tender suggest that 
this proportion is likely to increase further. 

By the end of 1957, 18,287 one-bedroomed 
houses and flats for old people had been 
completed, representing 13.3 per cent. of all 
local authority housing for the year. The 
number was greater than in any year since 
the war, and the great majority, if not all, 
were built for old people. In addition a 
number of local authorities and housing 
associations carried out conversions of exist- 
ing buildings into bed-sitting-room accom- 


modation for old people, many with the help 
of improvement grants under Part II of the 
Housing Act, 1949. 

Thirteen development plans were ap- 
proved during 1957—those for Bolton, 
Caernarvonshire, Coventry, Dorset, Essex, 
Northampton, Reading, Salford, Sheffield, 
Southport, Stoke-on-Trent, Wolverhampton 
and Worcestershire. Two proposals for 
amending development plans which con- 
tinued to attract wide attention were the 
Oxford relief roads and St. Paul’s Cathedral 
Princinct amendments. 


New Towns 


There was further*progress by the New 
Towns in 1957 in almost all fields, includ- 
ing more houses built in the London New 
Towns than in any previous year and an 
increase in factory space of 60 per cent. over 
1956. Good progress was also made in the 
provincial New Towns. In the eight London 
Towns population at the end of 1957 was 
260,500—an increase in the year of 30,500. 
The highest number of dwellings completed 
in a single year—9,678—included 570 houses 
built by private enterprise. Most corpora- 
tions were able to meet the demands made 
on them for houses during 1957. The de- 
mand for lock-up garages in the New Towns 
has greatly exceeded expectations. It seems 
likely in the long run, says the report, that 
at least one garage to every two houses will 
be needed to keep the streets free of parked 
cars.

Tue Housinc SuMMaRY presented to Par- 
liament as a White Paper (Cmd. 438, 
HMSO, price 3d.) jointly by the Minister of 
Housing and Local Government and the Sec- 
retary of State for Scotland, shows that the 
number of permanent houses completed in 
Great Britain during April was 21,710, com- 
pared with 23,913 in April, 1957. 

In the first four months of 1958, 87,024 
permanent houses were completed, compared 
with 99,428 in the same period of 1957.

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EVERYDAY THINGS

XXXI.—Digging 


I WOULD like to say something about 
digging before the art is entirely lost 

to the mechanical excavator. At present 
this clumsy instrument is often required 
to perform a task which is done so much 
better by hand, but it is probably only a 
matter of time before’ the appropriate 
tools are designed for the different kinds 
of job which the mechanical digger has 
to perform. The machine is still in its 
infancy and there are times when it looks 
like a sledge hammer knocking in tacks. 
The navvy was a man skilled in muck 
shifting and digging. You could tell him 
by his corduroy trousers—the smelly type 
—fastened round the waist with a thin 
leather belt, pockets at the slant, the legs 
fastened below the knee with a thin 
leather strap which in turn held a hand- 
made wooden scraper for cleaning the 
spade: a white handkerchief tied round 


the neck in a sailor’s knot completed the 
picture. 








These men could dig to almost any 
depth and throw the earth up on to plat- 
forms well above their heads without let- 
ting half of it fall back again; the sides of 
the trench would be beautifully straight 
and the bottom would be ‘ bottomed up’ 
as they went along as smooth as a billiard 
table. 

A ganger foreman in charge of a very 
scratch lot of men once said to me with 
high disdain: ‘They dig out the muck 
and then tread on it.’ 

I was watching a gang digging not long 
ago in which there was one real navvy: 
the others were performing the weirdest 
feats. I went up to the navvy and asked 
him how long he had been at it, and the 
answer was, as one would have expected, 
all his life. Then I asked him if he ever 
tried to show the others how to work, 
but he shrugged his shoulders at this and 
said they wouldn’t want to know. I am 
sure he was far less tired at the end of 
the day than the others in spite of having 
done considerably more work. Like 
gardeners, navvies have a rhythm which 
enables them to keep on all day. 

Yes, digging requires skill and the only 
way to learn it is to have a go yourself. 
Yet is it necessary for an architect, or 
even a general foreman for that matter, 
to know how to dig properly? Perhaps 
not, but it makes the inspection of build- 


ings much more interesting if you know 
how things are done. Unfortunately, 
there are many in charge of the building 
trade today who have but scanty 
knowledge of the whys and wherefores 
of much that goes on under their care, 
and it therefore behoves the rest of us 
to be ever watchful. 


HISTORIC BUILDINGS 
COUNCILS 


Annual Reports for England and 
Wales 


TTHE fifth annual report of the Historic 

Buildings Council for England 
(HMSO, price 1s. 3d. net) states that the 
total value of the aid accepted in England 
by the end of of 1957 was about £1,190,500, 
the net increase in the value of grants be- 
ing about £333,000. Total expenditure 
amounts to £701,190—about £500,000 
under the amount of grants accepted. 
Grants to great houses, it is pointed out, 
always receive wide publicity, but numer- 
ous small grants to outstanding buildings of 
other types are often ignored. Thus, of 198 
grants of under £2,000, 96 were given to 
town buildings and small dwelling houses, 
11 to barns and mills, 13 to almshouses 
and schools, 13 for garden architecture, etc., 
8 for chattels, while 57 small grants were 
given for special reasons to large buildings. 


One of the difficulties encountered by the 
Council is to find tenants and purchasers 
for unoccupied buildings of outstanding 
interest. This is partly due to the unco- 
operative attitude of owners, some of whom 
are apparently indifferent to the fate of a 
building or have an active desire to demol- 
ish it. While it is not always possible to 
tind a user when the owner is co-operative, 
it becomes nearly impossible if he demands 
an unrealistic rent or -will not consider 
certain kinds of use for the building. 


The report draws attention to the extent 
to which some historic buildings, particu- 
larly those in towns, are marred by ill- 
chosen or badly-designed advertisements, 
signs or symbols. The worst cases arise 
when buildings are used as offices or shops 
and. the owners or tenants make use of the 
facade for advértising their business. 


Paying tribute to the work of the Minis- 
try’s architects and inspectors, the report 
stresses the value of the building up within 
the MOW of a common store of expertise 
and suggests that service in this branch 
should attract architects best qualified in 
this work both from within the Department 
and by recruitment from outside. 


Full details of the Council’s work are 
given in four appendices, including a list 
of the buildings to which grants were made 
last year, with the amounts, and a statement 
of the arrangements for visits to historic 
buildings for which grants have been made. 


The report of the Historic Buildings 
Council for Wales, 1957 (HMSO, price 6d. 
net) states that the value of aid accepted 
in 1957 was £21,450 as compared with 
£24,500 in 1956. The total value of aid 
accepted since the passing of the Act in 
1953 now amounts to a little over £72,000.

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ARCHITECTS’ 
BENEVOLENT SOCIETY 


Annual General Meeting 


MTHE annual general meeting of the Archi- 
tects’ Benevolent Society was held at 
66, Portland-place, Wl, on May 7. The 
chair was taken by the president, Mr. 
Kenneth Cross, MA, president RIBA. 

In presenting the annual report, Mr. 
Howarp Loss, CBE, the hon. secretary, 
said this had been a very busy year for the 
Society and had seen the fulfilment of 
many of its plans. He referred to the fact 
that they had given an increase in grants 
last year of £700, but that the grants to 
beneficiaries were barely adequate. At some 
future date it would be necessary seriously 
to consider raising these amounts. 

The completion of the first stage of the 
building project at East Horsley was a very 
good reason for satisfaction. The first six 
tenants had moved into the homes and the 
Estate had been given the name of French- 
lands Hatch. Mr. Lobb said that there 
would be an official opening on June 25. 

During the past year special efforts had 
been made to make the work of the ABS 
known to architects throughout the country 
and he said how grateful the Society was 
for the help given by local representatives. 
He also thanked Mr. Epril, Mrs. Wolfe and 
the members of the Ball Committee for 
their hard work which had resulted in a 
profit. of £3,400, also Mrs. Montgomery for 
her generosity and help. 

Through the unavoidable absence of Mr. 
H. S. Goodhart-Rendel due to illness, the 
financial report was presented by Mr. 
MICHAEL TAPPER, who welcomed the in- 
crease by about £600 shown from subscrip- 
tions. But, he said, from a profession where 
there were some 20,000 names on the Regis- 
ter of Architects, a subscription list of 2,000 
was too small. 


Adoption of Report 

The adoption of the report and balance 
sheet was then moved by the president, who, 
in his address, made reference to Miss Solly, 
‘whose name,’ he _ said, ‘has _ been 
synonymous with the ABS in my mind for 
so long. After many years of selfless and 
devoted service Miss Solly is leaving in 
June. Here, on behalf of us all, I record 
our appreciation of her great work for the 
relief of suffering amongst architects and 
their relatives, and I should like to add that, 
as far as I personally am concerned it has 
been a pleasure and an inspiration to work 
with her. 

‘It only remains for me to welcome Mrs. 
O’Sullivan, who is at present acting secre 
tary, and to express the hope that she will 
enjoy the work.’ 

In re-electing the vice-presidents, MR. 
Cross moved that Mr. C. J. Epril, FRIBA, 
should be invited to become a vice-president 
of the Society in recognition of his work in 
the raising of money for the society, and 
also that Miss Solly, who had been elected 
an honorary associate of the RIBA, should 
also be invited to become a vice-president. 
It was also agreed that in recognition of the 
work and support given by Mr. Cros 
during his period of office as president, he 
should be invited to become a vice-president 
when his term of office ended.

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LAW REPORT 


Breach of Contract Judgment 
Appeal Allowed 


Court of Appeal. Before Lord Justice Hod- 
son and others. Gold v. Patman and 
Fotheringham. 


HE Court of Appeal on May 22 allowed 
an appeal by Patman and Fothering- 
ham, Ltd., demolition and building con- 
tractors, of Islington, N, from a judgment 
of Mr. Justice Gorman holding that they 
were in breach of a building contract with 
Mr. Joseph Gold, of Mill Hill, NW, in fail- 
jng to insure him against legal claims of 
property owners arising out of the sub- 
sidence or collapse of adjoining property. 

His lordship had entered judgment for 
plaintiff for damages to be assessed by an 
official referee. Plaintiff claimed that appel- 
lant defendants contracted with him to 
demolish his bomb-damaged property at 
19, Buckingham-gate, SW, and build a six- 
storey block of offices in its place. He 
alleged the contract provided that defen- 
dants should either insure or indemnify him 
against damage caused to adjoining property 
which might arise. 

Mr. Gold’s case was that damage had 
occurred to party walls on both sides of 
the property, but that defendants had failed 
either effectively to insure him against his 
liability or to indemnify him themselves. 
Defendants denied breach of contract and 
it was stated that the contractors had taken 
out a Lloyd’s policy of insurance but that 
no payment had been made to the plaintiff 
who had incurred expenses of nearly 


£12,000 from -the damage and anticipated 
further claims. 

Giving the judgment of the court, Lorp 
JustTicE Hopson said the question for deter- 
mination depended on the construction of 
the contract between the parties which was 
drawn up on the RIBA form of contract. 


Condition 14 (a) provided: ‘The con- 
tractor shall be solely liable for and shall 
indemnify the employer . . . in respect of 
personal injury or the death of any person 
... arising out of ... the execution of the 
work, unless . . . due to any act or neglect 
of the employer,’ and 14 (b) provided: 
‘Except for such loss or damage by fire 
... the contractor shall be liable for and 
indemnify the employer in respect of .. . 
any loss .. . to any property real or personal 
in so far as . . . such damage arises out of 
the negligent execution of the works... 
or the fault of the contractor.’ 


Insurance of Sub-Contractors 


Then came a condition which stated that 
without prejudice to his liability to in- 
demnify the employer under Condition 14, 
the contractor should effect, or cause sub- 
contractors to effect, insurance. Under 
Condition 15, the contractor was required 
to insure against fire in the joint names of 
the employer and contractor. Condition 15 
referred to the bills of quantities and con- 
tained in them were the words: ‘ The con- 
tractor shall insure or make payments in 
connection with the following: insurance 
of adjoining properties against subsidence 
or collapse.’ 

Subsidence on both sides of the owner’s 
Property appeared to have been caused by 
Piling operations carried out on the owner’s 


land by the defendants acting on his in- 
structions or those of his architect. 

After referring to Condition 15, his lord- 
ship said it appeared there was a contrast 
between policies in which the contractor 
was insuring himself, no doubt for the addi- 
tional security of the owner, and cases where 
the contractor was insuring in the joint 
names of the owner and himself. Thus 
when the contract required the owner to 
be insured by the contractor it was ex- 
pressly so provided. 

Condition 25 which dealt with fluctuation 
referred also to the burden of insurance 
falling on the contractor, under the heading 
of expenses including the cost of employers 
liability and third party insurance, and lent 
support to the contention of the contractors 
that this was giving a specific insurance con- 
templated by Condition 15 (a) of the con- 
tract. 

These conditions from the main contract 
were persuasive to suggest that the in- 
surance specifically required by the bills 
of quantities would be found to be insurance 
effected by the contractor for himself and 
not for the owner. 

‘We cannot find anything in the actual 
phrase or in the context to lead one to 
understand that the obligation is to insure 
not the contractor alone but the owner, 
either in addition to the contractor or 
separately from him.’ 

His lordship added the court found no 
sufficient reason for thinking that when one 
came to the last item ‘insurance of adjoin- 
ing properties against subsidence or col- 
lapse,’ the obligation to insure was for the 
first time an obligation to insure not the 
contractor himself but the owner. 

In the court’s opinion appellants were 
right in their contention that the obligation 
to insure adjoining properties against sub- 
sidence or collapse, was for the contractor 
to insure himself and not the owner. 
Accordingly, the appeal would be allowed 
and judgment entered for the defendants. 


WOODWORKERS 
VISIT BRUSSELS 


For CEI-Bois General Assembly 


THE BRITISH DELEGATION of the Euro- 
pean Confederation of Woodworking In- 
dustries, consisting of representatives of the 
English Joinery Manufacturers’ Association, 
the National Federation of Box and Pack- 
ing Case Manufacturers and the Timber 
Development Association, attended the 
General Assembly of the CEI-Bois, held 
recently in Brussels, when they were also 
able to inspect the Brussels International 
Exhibition. 

The General Assembly approved the 
revised articles of the Confederation and 
also, amongst other matters, considered a 
paper submitted by the British delegation 
with regard to the future activities of CEI- 
Bois in the light of the growing threat to 
the woodworking industries caused by the 
use of competitive materials, with the result 
that it was agreed that a small technical 
committee should be set up to study the 
problem in conjunction with the European 
Branches Federations concerned. 

Representatives of EJMA and TDA also 
attended a meeting of the European Federa- 
tion of Joinery Manufacturers’ Associations 
when a working programme was outlined 
for the following year on the lines of the 
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points raised in the paper which had been 
submitted by the British delegation. 

Discussions were also held on the future 
development activities of the Dutch, Belgian 
and UK Timber Development Associations. 
In addition to Great Britain, Italy, Ger- 
many, Austria, Belgium, the Netherlands, 
France and Spain, were represented at the 
Confederation. 


RAIL BRIDGE OVER NORTH- 
SOUTH MOTORWAY 


Work Starts this Month 


A NEW bridge to carry a double track 
railway and a 15 ft. wide road over a new 
motorway is to be built by British Railways 
(London Midland Region) at Carnforth 
Brow, Lancashire. Work will begin in mid- 
June. 

Situated a mile to the east of Carnforth, 
it is to be constructed for the Ministry of 
Transport to carry the Carnforth-Wenning- 
ton line over the Lancaster by-pass section 
of the North-South Motorway. It will have 
a 73 ft. square span across the roadway, 
and the deck Will be of continuous rein- 
forced concrete slabs cast in situ. 

The bridge will be erected prior to the 
construction of the motorway, the final job 
being the excavation of the earth between 
the abutments down to motorway level. 

The bridge has been designed under the 
direction of Mr. J. Taylor Thompson, Chief 
Civil Engineer of the London Midland 
Region of British Railways; the steelwork 
contractors are Booth & Sons (Bolton), Ltd., 
and the general contractors Sir Lindsay 
Parkinson & Co., Ltd. 


HAMPSHIRE SCHOOLS 

New Building Methods Sought 

New METHops of building schools are 
being sought by Hampshire county educa- 
tion committee with the idea of reducing 
still further the high capital cost and also 
provide adequate facilities for pupils. 

The committee has invited specialist 
manufacturers to submit quotations, to- 
gether with plans and specifications of a 
school designed and constructed according 
to their own building methods; one condi- 
tion laid down is that the standard must be 
acceptable to the Ministry and one on 
which the council could obtain a loan for 
a period of 30 years. 

One of the ‘ guinea-pigs’ for this scheme 
will be the County Infants School at Hythe, 
which is included in this year’s major 
building programme. The committee says 
the school is urgently required to meet the 
needs of the area, which is being rapidly 
developed, and this would be a suitable pro- 
ject for the experiment in new methods of 
construction for permanent schools.

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FLATLETS FOR OLD 
PEOPLE 
New Ministry Circular and Hand- 


book 

ME. HENRY BROOKE, Minister of 

Housing and Local Government, 
asks housing authorities in a new circular 
(No. 30/58) to tell him their plans to pro- 
vide more flatlets for old people along lines 
suggested in a new Ministry handbook 
which the circular introduces. 

The types and groupings shown in the 
handbook have been specially designed to 
show how flatlets providing a good standard 
of comfort and convenience can be built at 
relatively low cost. ‘This is important,’ 
says the circular, ‘ because the problem for 
local authorities is to provide suitable 
accommodation for elderly people which is 
also within their means.’ 

The Minister believes that the handbook 
will be ‘ of immediate practical value’ from 
this point of view, as well as in helping 
authorities to make their resources go fur- 
ther. 

Following up previous recommendations 
by the Minister on the provision of more 
one-bedroomed dwellings for old people in 
new and converted properties, the handbook 
gives examples of simple basic types of new 
flatlets, each with bed-sitting room and 
kitchen, but with shared bathrooms and 
we’s, and shows how they may be grouped 
into blocks to suit different sites. Similar 
types of accommodation in conversion 
schemes are also shown. 

Expressing the hope that councils will ‘ at 
an early date’ consider the kind of schemes 
suggested, and asking for their proposals, 
the Minister promises as much help as he 
and his officers can give in discussing how 
the handbook designs can best be adapted 
to local needs. He points out the scope for 
experiment, welcomes collaboration between 
authorities and the Ministry in trying out 
new ideas, and hopes that further examples 
will be published as experience grows. 


The Handbook 


In his foreword to the handbook ‘ Flat- 
lets for Old People,’ (HMSO, price 2s.), the 
Minister points out that since the war over 
9m. people have moved into new homes. 
For years efforts had to be concentrated 
mainly on housing growing families, but 
many thousands of one-bedroomed flats and 
bungalows had been built by local authori- 
ties for the older people, particularly in the 
last few years. ‘ But the need is still with 
us,’ continues the Minister. ‘The truth is 
that we are living longer and staying fit 
longer, so that today there is a big demand 
for homes by people who, though no longer 
young, are still able-bodied and active but 
need smaller and more convenient accom- 
modation to live in than the family house.’ 

The widespread need for dwellings in 
which elderly people can live and look after 
themselves is emphasised, says the hand- 
book, by the fact that nearly one-eighth of 
the population is over 65 years of age. 

Since the war local housing authorities 
and housing associations have designed and 
built a large number of new self-contained 
dwellings for old people, in addition to con- 





verting existing houses for them. But al- 
though the number of one-bedroom dwel- 
lings provided annually by local authorities 
has increased from 10,973 in 1951 to 18,287 
in 1957 (from 7.7 per cent. to 13.3 per cent. 
of all local authority housing) a big demand 
remains. 

The handbook illustrates the type of flat- 
let (bed-sitting room, kitchen and shared 
bathroom and we) particularly suited to this 
demand, and estimates the cost per unit at 
from £830 to £925 according to the type of 
scheme adopted. Such flatlets can now 
qualify for subsidy, and the general needs 
subsidy of £10 a year has been retained to 
encourage local authorities to provide as 
many one-bedroom dwellings as possible. 

Housing authorities can also obtain im- 
provement grants for accommodation con- 
verted to standards laid down by the 
Ministry. In addition, welfare authorities 
now have the Minister’s general consent to 
contribute up to £30 per house per year 
towards the cost incurred by housing 
authorities in housing old people. 


NEO-GEORGIAN STYLE 
BANK 


Chichester Council’s Refusal 


CHICHESTER CiTy COoUuNcIL’s refusal to 
allow Barclays Bank to build new premises 
in neo-Georgian style in East-street forced 
the bank authorities to make an appeal at 
a public inquiry held recently. It was stated 
that the County Planning department had 
requested the bank’s architect to submit a 
design in twentieth century style which 
would harmonise with existing buildings. 

The Royal Fine Art Commission was sub- 
sequently consulted on the proposed plan 
and its opinion was that the building would 
be too assertive in East-street, and would 
be out of scale with buildings around it. The 
City Planning Committee acknowledged 
that in approving Georgian style buildings 
in the past they had probably been at fault, 
for if future re-building followed that pat- 
tern the city would probably become a 
pseudo-Georgian one. 

For Barclays Bank it was said the attitude 
of the City Council was quite inexplicable 
and incomprehensible.

Progress of Department 


IN three years Birmingham Direct Labour 
Building Department has expanded from a 
force of three men to 350 employees. 
Coun. W. H. MILNER, chairman of the con- 
trolling House Building Committee of the 
Birmingham City Council, said recently in 
a message marking the three year expan- 
sion: ‘ The workers and staff are to be con- 
gratulated on the quality of the work.’ 

In one of his last messages as Lord 
Mayor for 1957-58 ALD. J. J. GRoGAN, who 
is a skilled building operative, said of the 
department: ‘It is making a valuable con- 
tribution to the changing face of the city.’ 

Mr. F. A. COLLEy, general manager of 
the department, said on May 22: ‘ We shall 
be in the field tendering for the 16-storey 
flats which are envisaged for the city.’ 
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SURREY SCHOOL 
BUILDING PLANS 


Programme for 1959-60 


F{STIMATED to cost over £14 million, 
with a reserve list of over £300,000, 
plans for major school works in 1959-60 
are being submitted to the Ministry of Edu. 
cation by the Education Development Com- 
mittee of Surrey Education Committee. 


The Development Committee, on May 23, 
presented their programme to the Educa- 
tion Committee for confirmation, stating 
that the Ministry have given the local 
authority no indication how much money 
they can spend on major works in primary 
and secondary schools during next year. 

They have made it clear, however, that 
they will only consider projects of three 
specific types. First, they will consider 
plans providing extra places for the in- 
creased number of pupils expected in the 
early 1960’s. Second, they will consider 
any provisions made for children in new 
housing developments, and third, they will 
consider extensions to provide facilities for 
the teaching of mathematics and science as 
part of the long-term development of 
schools where there is a substantial number 
of children over 15. 


The Committee points out that of the 
£1,620,556 which they estimate for their 
main programme, £155,476 relates to pro- 
jects from their 1958-59 programme 
deferred by the Ministry and £851,598 to 
schemes in the reserve list for that year. 


New Projects 


The completely new projects, in fact, 
only come to £613,482. Items on the pro- 
gramme include £230,000 for the final in- 
stalment of the six-form entry County 
Secondary Boys’ School at Kingston and a 
provisional estimate of £35,000 for develop- 
ment of Bonner Hill County Secondary 
Girls’ School, Kingston. The proposed 
development consists of four classrooms on 
a site in Villiers-road and the conversion 
of classrooms in the secondary school into 
a science laboratory. 


At Surbiton £230,000 is estimated for the 
final instalment of the six-form entry Tol- 
worth County Secondary Boys’ School and 
£100,000 for an instalment of the new 
three-form entry Surbiton County School 
for Boys. 

A sum of £92,500 is given for an eight- 
class junior school and a five-class infant 
school to serve housing developments in 
Frimley and Camberley. At Farnham 
£64,000 is estimated as an instalment of the 
new three-form entry Heath End County 
Secondary School, consisting of a_ hall, 
gymnasium small hall, administration rooms 
and two classrooms. At Farnham Boys’ 
Grammar School the provisional estimate 
for a hall-gymnasium with stage and chang- 
ing rooms is £16,000. 

A science laboratory and two classrooms 
at Ottershaw School are provisionally esti- 
mated to cost £15,000, and a new primary 
school at Chertsey with 280 places is ex- 
pected to cost £47,000. 


The reserve list includes £47,000 for a 


new 280-place primary school in the St. 
John’s area of Woking.

DEVELOPMENT OF THE LOWER MEKONG 


By J. R. Firth, ARIBA 


HE fever of modernisation and in- 

dustrialisation has come to the 
peoples of South-East Asia, and its com- 
ing has provoked a certain impatience. 
But four of the nations bordering on the 
Mekong, one of Asia’s mightiest rivers, 
are willing to wait for full and reliable 
data before embarking on a scheme of 
gigantic proportions for harnessing and 
exploiting the use of its waters. 

It may take five years to collect this 
information, at an estimated cost of 
£3,500,000, over an area the size of Eng- 
land with a river length of more than 
1,000 miles, largely through undeveloped 
terrain. To obtain the data required will 
involve photogrammetric and aerial sur- 
veys. hydrological measurements, topo- 
graphical and cartographical surveys, and 
loca! on-site levelling. 


Research and Development 


The study and research will be inte- 
grated with a planned development pro- 
ject prepared by responsible and inter- 
nationally qualified civil engineering 
firms: but so far, no British organisation 
has been brought into the preliminary 
planning, and, with the interest and com- 
mitments of the Commonwealth in that 
part of the world, this omission might, 
with advantage, be put to the sponsoring 
body without delay. 

The Mekong is a majestic river, which 
never dries up, continuously fed by melt- 
ing snows from the high plateau of 
Eastern Tibet, and flowing south for 
nearly 3,000 miles, through deep gorges 
in China, is crossed by the Burma Road, 
then forms the borders of Burma-Laos, 
Laos-Thailand, and finally flows across 
Cambodia into South Vietnam where the 
waters enter the South China Sea through 
a delta south-west of Saigon. It is the 
tenth river of the world in size, with a 
flow at the approaches to its mouth ten 
times the volume of the Seine in Paris. 

Navigation of the Mekong is made 
difficult at present by numerous rapids 
throughout its length and a great varia- 
tion in depth depending on the width of 
its bed. At the Kemmarat rapids, 500 
miles from its mouth, variations have 
been recorded of 100 ft. in depth within 
five days, with flooding of adjoining 

areas to a width of eight miles. 

' This, then, is the giant which is to be 
tamed, and a Study Commission set up 
by the Technical Assistance Administra- 
tion of UNO, has recommended after 
three months of study that the great 
potentialities of the lower reaches of the 
river can and should be developed for the 
benelit of the riverside countries in the 
spheres of hydro-electric power, irriga- 
tion, transport, and other uses related to 
waier, making the Mekong one of the 
greatest natural resources in South-East 
Asia, navigable from Burma to the sea. 

In this way, irrigation waters will be 
obtained for the arid areas of North- 
Eastern Laos and Thailand, hydro-elec- 
tric power will be provided for Laos, 


Vietnam, Thailand and Cambodia, and 
land-bound Laos will be given naviga- 
tional facilities which, among other assets, 
will assist in developing the country’s 
mining potential. 

The Study Commission was supervised 
by Lt.-Gen. Raymond A. Wheeler, retired 
Sapper Officer of the US Army, who 
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dam creating: a large capacity reservoir 
can contribute appreciably to the regula- 
tion of the river flow, which would in- 
crease the firm power output of the pro- 
ject at that site as well as of all projects 
downstream. Such a reservoir would 
reduce the flood peak to a certain extent, 
submerge the rapids on the upstream side 
and increase the downstream draft in the 
dry season, 


These advantages wou!d have to be 
compared with the alternative proposal 
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directed the repair operations on the Suez 
Canal for UNO. The other members 
were: Georges Duval, France; Yutaka 
Kubita, Japan; John W. McCarmon, 
Canada; Kanwar Sain, India; H. V. Dar- 
ling, USA; all hydraulic engineers, and 
P. T. Tan of ECAFE. 

Insisting on the need to possess full and 
reliable data to undertake the exploita- 
tion, the Commission’s spokesman 
stressed that it was imperative that steps 
be taken to secure all the necessary fun- 
damental data. The Commission put 
forward in particular immediate measures 
to study the exact level of the Mekong 
along its whole length, from the Burma- 
Laotian border right down to its mouth, 
to put up hydrological stations, 
measure the current of the river accord- 
ing to uniform standards and to begin the 
cartography of tributaries affecting the 
river. 

This would enable a study to be made 
of the various alternative plans which 
may appear to be feasible for multi-pur- 
pose development. A relatively high 


to - 





of a series of low dams which would not 
submerge excessive lands and villages 
and would involve the construction of 
relatively low-head and less expensive 
locks for passing vessels. Various lay- 
outs will have to be considered not only 
to compare the costs involved and bene- 
fits derived therefrom, but also from the 
point of view of relative importance to 
the countries concerned of each purpose 
of development, i.e., power, navigation. 
irrigation and other allied purposes. 

It is only after a selection is made from 
among the various feasible alternatives 
that definite project plans and designs, to- 
gether with detailed costs, can be pre- 
pared. 

The Commission’s report, therefore, 
is not confined to the consideration of 
specific projects mentioned in the terms 
of reference, but has recommended a pro- 
gramme of studies and investigations 
covering all the promising reaches on the 
main river in first priority and major tri- 
butaries in second priority. Related and 
special studies required in connection 
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with promising reaches on the main river 
have also been given high priority, so 
that a few projects can be prepared and 
taken to the stage of definite plans, ready 
for construction at the earliest possible 
date. 

The question of financing the survey 
is linked with that of the order of priori- 
ties envisaged in the report. The cost of 
the priority works has been estimated at 
US $5,670,000 and of the secondary 
works at $3,530,000, that is to say, a total, 
of $9,200,000 for the whole of the plan 
envisaged. 

To be able to complete the priority 
works, it will be necessary to carry out 
an aerial survey of the basin in Laos and 
in Thailand, between Luang-Prabang 
and Nong Kai; and, further south, be- 
tween Nakorn, Phnom Takhek and 
Pakse, as well as between Kinak, situated 
in Laos above the Khone falls, and Kom- 
pong Cham, a town in Cambodia. With 
the same object in view, land-levelling 
must also be begun in the Vietnam plain, 
in Laos, in the region of Udorn in North- 
East Thailand, and, in Cambodia, in the 
area of the Great Lakes of Tonlé Sap. 

‘For the topographical and carto- 
graphical surveys, states the report, 
‘work will be concentrated on those 
reaches of the river which present the 
most favourable sites for the exploita- 
tion. The Commission has carefully 
chosen these reaches, and the scope and 
extent of their outline proposals are 
shown on the accompanying map. 

Secondary Works 

The secondary works require the 
photogrammetry of the Mekong, from the 
Burmese frontier to MLuang-Prabang, 
from Nongkai to Thakhek and from 
Paksé to Kinak, as well as cartographical 
surveys op the following tributaries: 
Nam: Ou, Nam Seng, Nam Theun, Se 
Bang Hieng, in Laos, and Nam Chi and 
Nam Mune An Thailand. The Commis- 
sion also asks for aerial and cartographi- 
cal surveys of the tributaries Se San and 
Se Khong, situated in Cambodia. Finally, 
it is proposed to carry out additional 
local levelling in all the region situated to 
the south of Phnom-Penh (Cambodia), 
as far as the Mekong Delta, in Vietnam. 

In its programme, the Commission has 
estimated that the levelling, the hydro- 
logical observations, the photogram- 
metry, the local levelling, the detailed 
topographical surveys, as well as the 
geological and other surveys on the 
favourable reaches of the main course, 
will be under way within the first two 
years. It will be during the third year 
that it will be necessary to draw up the 
plans for works on the favourable reaches 
of the main stream, including possible 
major installations at Pamong, Sambore, 
and Tonlé Sap, already selected by 
ECAFE. 

It is expected that the surveys, study 
and completion of the construction plan- 
ning will continue, as far as the other 
reaches of the main stream and of the 
main tributaries are concerned, during 
the third and fourth years of the scheme, 
and that the preliminary projects will be 
drawn up in the fifth year. 

The UN report on the Mekong points 
out that the four riverside countries will 


require outside help for the training of 
technical personnel, for obtaining the 
appropriate equipment, and for drawing 
up the plans of the works. 

The Commission has set out a draft 
form of invitation and appointment for 
consulting engineering services, and it is 
to be hoped that some of the work out- 
lined will be undertaken by Britain’s civil 
engineering consultants of world-wide 
repute. Dr. Boonrod Binson, Secretary 
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General of Thailand’s National Energy 
Commission has said that Britain is one 
of the nations interested in the project, 
but the Executive Secretary of ECAFE. 
Mr. C. V. Narasinhan who was to discuss 
the scheme with interested parties before 
the last meeting of the Co-ordinating 
Committee in Saigon on May 28-30, was 
scheduled to visit only the USA, Japan, 
Canada and France to gather information 
for that meeting. 





Builders and Farm Improvement Scheme 


SIGNIFICANCE OF RECENT 
From a Correspondent 


JYARMERS are now offered a choice 

of two methods of grant payment 
under the Farm Improvement Scheme. 
For a wide range of improvements, they 
will be able to choose whether to have 
the grant based on the actual vouched 
cost (the present method requiring three 
tenders) or on a standard cost fixed by 
the Ministry of Agriculture and Fisheries. 
If they choose the latter, the grant will be 
the same whether the applicant does the 
work himself, with farm labour or by 
contract. 

Since the Scheme commenced on Sep- 
tember 1 of last year £6m. worth of pro- 
posals have been approved. Applica- 
tions up to March 31 totalled 27,100 and 
of these 8,600 or 32 per cent. had been 
approved. When the scheme’ was 
launched, it was felt that the building in- 
dustry would be able to offer considerable 
co-operation in the programme of £5m. 
per annum during the next ten years. 

Teething troubles were not unexpected. 
Some farmers complained that delays 
were occurring. Some builders felt that 
there was a danger of a measure of 
‘ jerry-building ’ as a result of some less 
efficient firms undercutting. This fear is 
probably unfounded, provided the 
Ministry maintains adequate qualified 
staff to assess the thousands of applica- 
tions pouring in. On the other hand, 
some builders fear that they may have to 
reduce their standards through the 
alleged inadequacy of the Ministry’s 
yardstick. 

A good deal of controversy has raged 
over the three-tender system for approved 
cost work. For some time it has been 
felt that a system of standardised prices 
would be applied to a limited number of 
types of improvements. Recently, EARL 
St. ALDwyn, Joint Parliamentary Secre- 
tary, Ministry of Agriculture, announced 
an alternative method. ‘This should 
speed the working of the Scheme,’ he 
said. ‘It should bring in many more 
applications. It should help all farmers, 
but particularly the small man by making 
it easier for him to take advantage of the 
Scheme.’ 

Earl St. Aldwyn emphasised that the 
new method was an alternative to that 
used hitherto. Applicants could change 
their minds about the type of grant pay- 
ment required right up to the approval 
stage, but not after it. 

The new costs have been fixed on a 
basis of self help rather than on con- 
tractors’ charges and cover a far wider

range of improvements than had at first 
been. thought possible. The new standard 
cost method comprises a list of improve- 
ments divided into two parts. The first 
consists of simple work which a farmer 
can be expected to carry out himself, or 
with farm labour, such as excavating, fill- 
ing, concreting, cattle grids, roads, fenc- 
ing, sheep pens and dips, shelter belts, 
and claying or marling. For these im. 
provements there is only one standard 
cost. 

The second part includes certain 
common types of buildings such as Dutch 
barns, cowhouses, dairies, milking par- 
lours, general purpose buildings, pig fat- 
tening houses, deep litter poultry houses. 

For these improvements two standard 
costs are specified—one including and the 
other excluding an allowance for a pro- 
fessional fee. Grants claimed on stan- 


dard cost need not be supported by 


receipted bills except that where pro- 
fessional fees are included evidence must 
be produced that fees have been incurred 
at least equal to the allowance made for 
them in the standard cost. 
Conversions 

One of the main types of improvement 
which cannot be covered by standard 
cost is adaptation of existing buildings. 
Earl St. Aldwyn explained that where, 
say, a cowhouse was being converted to 
yard and parlour, the adaptation work 
could be carried out under the approved 
cost method, while the remainder of the 
work—the parlour itself, and yard— 
could qualify under the standard-cost 
method. 

Grain storage buildings comprise 
another type of improvement which is 
not covered by a system of standardised 
costs. A full list of improvernents for 
which standard costs are prescribed is 
set out in a leaflet (Form F1/1, revised), 
obtainable from Ministry Divisional 
Offices. In no case can work be started 
until the Ministry’s written authority has 
been given. When this authority is given 
Form F1/17 is made available so that 
payment of the grant can be claimed 
when due. This grant is one-third the 
agreed cost of the improvement. ‘The 
remaining two-thirds of the cost is the 
responsibility of the farmer. 

Raising of funds to augment the 
Ministry grant is proving difficult for 
some folk, hence the new method of 
standard cost. It opens the door to a 
‘Do-It-Yourself’ scheme for those far- 
mers who are not in a position to or 
desirous of employing builders. 
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An Industrialist’s View of Planning 
A PAPER AT THE TOWN PLANNING INSTITUTE 


\ R. A. G. B. OwEN, OBE, read a paper 
= entitled, ‘An Industrialist’s View of 
Planning Achievements,’ at a meeting of the 
Town Planning Institute held on April 23, 
at Church House, Great Smith-street, West- 
minster, SW1. Following are extracts from 
Mr. Owen’s paper: 

An industrialist, like anyone else, is, I 
suppose, primarily interested in how things 
affect himself. His first thought on planning 
is, ‘How will it affect my firm and my 
interests?’ and this is perhaps as good a 
wa\ as any to begin a consideration of plan- 
ning achievements. 

As many of you will know, we have a 
group of companies in Birmingham and the 
Black Country, and interests spreading over 
a wider area. Our instinctive worry is 
whether planning policy and planning ad- 
ministration will cause difficulties to the 
individual factories concerned and to the 
group as a whole. Will there be delay in 
building and loss of production? Will there 
be difficulty in expanding? Will there be 
all sorts of fancy requirements about the 
type of building, and the materials, or the 
colour of the roof? Will there be road 
schemes that affect the land that we need 
for expansion; or school proposals, or hous- 
ing or Open space proposals, that take away 
the very limited area that we still have 
left? Will there be delay in dealing with 
applications, and friction between ourselves 
and the planning authorities? 

That is one aspect, that of the planned. 
As it happens, I have also been concerned 
with the other aspect, that of the authority 
responsible in some measure for planning. 
This experience has given me the opportun- 
ity to gain a fairly comprehensive view of 
planning achievemests, supplemented and 
teinforced by contact with its wider effects 
on social, charitable, and welfare organisa- 
tions with which I have been concerned. 


Achievements to Date 


lt is against this background that I would 
like to consider briefly what planning has 
achieved. In the Midlands the local plan- 
ning authorities, under a general guidance 
from the Ministry, set out to make a com- 
prehensive survey of the region and to make, 
in consultation, a series of plans which 
together would form a Development Plan 
for the region. This provides for the im- 
provement of living and working conditions, 
both inside and outside the conurbation; 
the provision of amenities and the improve- 
ment of the landscape; the utilisation of 
derelict land; the minimising of the effects 
of development on agricultural land and the 
improvement of conditions in the country- 
side. the limitation of the expansion of the 
conurbation;: the relief of congestion in the 
conurbation by planned transfer of popula- 
tion and industry to centres beyond the 
green belt; and the improvement of com- 

How far have 

ese Objectives been achieved, or the con- 

ditions for their ultimate achievement safe- 
guarded? 

To take first this question of the Survey 
made for the Development Plans. I do not 
think enough credit has been given for this 
reall. outstanding achievement. These Sur- 


veys make up a sort of modern ‘ Domesday 
Book’ for the country. Nothing so compre- 
hensive has been done before. They bring 
together for the first time a great wealth of 
ordered information, really indispensable for 
all persons contemplating development. If 
they were better known, and more use were 
made of them, a great deal of time could 
be saved and desirable development pro- 
moted. 

Dealing next with the general question of 
development control and its effect on indi- 
vidual interests, to which I referred in open- 
ing, although there has been planning con- 
trol now for ten years, I cannot honestly 
say that we have encountered many diffi- 
culties of the type I outlined. There have 
been few demands for other purposes on 
land which industry holds for its own re- 
quirements, because I think it is realised 
that this land is vital to industry. 

Delays in expansion and production have 
been very few and those that have happened 
have been for some worthwhile reason. 
Indeed as far as production is concerned 
the Midlands do not seem to have suffered 
unduly, for taking employment figures as a 
rough index of growth there has been an 
expansion in employed population from 
1,955,000 in 1948 to 2,146,000 in 1958, at 
a considerably higher rate than that for the 
country as a whole. 


Changes in the Landscape 


There are many changes in the landscape 
which I see every day. For the most part 
these changes are an improvement and have 
been brought about by a deliberate plan- 
ning policy. Ten years ago there were thou- 
sands of acres of derelict land in the Black 
Country. Some of these were high intract- 
able masses; others were large water-logged 
holes which seemed to be hundreds of feet 
deep. By 1958 this scene had drastically 
changed; land has been levelled and holes 
have been filled in and much of it has been 
used for development. 

In the Staffordshire part of the Black 
Country in 1945, 6,000 acres could be classi- 
fied as derelict land. By 1958 2,200 acres had 
been reclaimed and developed, the greater 
part for housing, another 500 acres for indus- 
try and some 160 acres for schools. The local 
planning authority proposes that all derelict 
land should be reclaimed in the Stafford- 
shire Black Country by the end of the Plan 
Period, with the possible exception of about 
200 acres for which no purpose has, as yet, 
been thought out. 

There have been many other changes as 
well. Slum houses and back-to-back houses 
have been knocked down during the? last 
ten years. Compared with many of the large 
industrial cities, the problem of slum clear- 
ance that now remains in the Black Country, 
for instance, is relatively small. The only 
comment I would like to make here is that 
the improvement would be even greater if 
housing authorities could spend a little more 
money on maintaining their houses, and 
their surroundings, in a way that is really 
pleasing to the eye. 

Factories too are now showing a greater 
pride in their appearance than before. There 
is still much room, though, for improve- 
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ment in the Midlands. Industry in this area 
expands on a full tide and industria] build- 
ing is rapid and replacement frequent. 
Derelict buildings are quickly knocked down 
and replaced with structures that are tempo- 
rary and perhaps too temporary for a satis- 
factory landscape. Perhaps one criticism 
that can be made is that too little attention 
and too little money is given to the provi- 
sion of open space. 

One of the great achievements of the 
Development Plan is the limiting of the 
urban area of the West Midlands Conurba- 
tion. If it had not been for planning 
this would undoubtedly have sprawled 
many miles in all directions into Stafford- 
shire, Warwickshire, and Worcestershire. 
Not only has urban sprawl been stopped 
but farming land has been saved from de- 
velopment and retained in production. 
Building development would by now, but 
for planning control, have affected many 
hundreds of farms. Industry and housing 
would have been the worst offenders. 


Agricultural Interests 


An unfortunate impression has grown up 
in some quarters that there is some conflict 
between planning and agricultural interests. 
In fact the position is almost the exact oppo- 
site of this. Planning is concerned with 
reconciling competing interests for land, and 
one of its primary concerns is to see that 
good agricultural land is maintained in pro- 
duction as far as possible. The apparent 
conflict may be due to some extent to a fail- 
ure to draw a proper distinction between the 
interests of agriculture taken as a whole, 
and the short-term financial interests of indi- 
vidual farm owners near the large and 
developing centres of population. 

Inevitably, allowance has had to be made 
for some extension of the conurbation. 
When the brakes are applied even the best 
car needs a little time to come to a stop. 
But the brakes have been applied and an 
outward limit has been set. Further de- 
velopment due to decongestion and natural 
growth from this great urban area must 
now leap over the green belt which marks 
the outer edge of the conurbation. This is 
undoubtedly a courageous and formidable 
task to have undertaken. 

By a deliberate policy, we have attempted 
to restrain the outward expansion of a large 
urban area, and to guide the expansive 
forces into developments beyond the green 
belt. There is always the danger that the 
pressure for expansion will erupt into the 
countryside at the weakest spots, and it is 
only by constant vigilance, and the support 
of the Ministry and public opinion, that the 
policy can be successfully maintained. 

It was for this reason that in the county 
we thought it was wrong to put too tight a 
ring around the conurbation. But it was 
for this reason also that we knew it would 
be impossible to limit the growth of the 
conurbation except by a positive scheme to 
enable industry and housing to expand in 
the way they needed to, but beyond the 
green belt. 

The Overspill Scheme of the County 
Council seeks to do just that. It aims at 
working jointly with the major urban 
centres, such as Birmingham, Walsall, and 
Wolverhampton. Through the County Dis- 


tricts, houses, industria] sites, and services 


are provided; the County Council itself pro- 
vides the health and education services for 
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which it is responsible; and it co-operates 
with other authorities in providing’ neces- 
sary services and amenities for every-day 
life. Put in this way the scheme sounds 
quite simple, and in essence it is. Yet in 
practice it is often so very difficult. Human 
nature and human institutions make neces- 
sary many years of persistent negotiation 
and persistent enthusiasm to bring schemes 
to success. 


There has been a great deal of doubt 
in the past about the possibility of move- 
ment of population and industry. The ex- 
perience of the New Towns and our own 
experience in the Midlands have shown that 
these fears have been exaggerated. It has 
been shown that population will move if 
attracted by a house which they would not 
otherwise have, by employment, and over a 
longer period by the prospect of living in 
-better surroundings. 


A Popular Misunderstanding 


In the case of industry the problem has 
been obscured by a popular misunderstand- 
ing. It has been assumed that the proposal 
was to uproot long-established industries 
bodily and transport them to new locations. 
This, of course, is not the case. 

What is happening is that the expansions 
of such concerns, which otherwise would 
have taken place in the congested areas, are 
being steered, by the efforts of the govern- 
ment departments and the local planning 
authorities concerned, to areas which are 
more attractive both to the industries and 
to the people who will be employed in 
them. What movement there is, in the sense 
of leaving vacant premises within the con- 
urbations, is generally of the small concerns 
affected by physical factors such as re- 
development. 


The City of Birmingham and the three 
counties of Staffordshire, Warwickshire, and 
Worcestershire have set up a joint body to 
ensure that the scheme for the dispersal of 
industry operates effectively, We have a 
group of technical officers who meet every 
fortnight as a Technical Committee to ex- 
amine all industrial applications and inquir- 
ies, and who consult on all industrial matters 
that affect overspill. 


This technical group has been constituted 
as an Industrial.Bureau which will deal with 
all industrial matters and particularly with 
those affecting overspill. The bureau has 
now been in satisfactory operation for two 
years. It is hoped that it will become the 
accepted clearing house for information on 
industrial developments, and that industrial- 
ists will increasingly turn to it on all ques- 
tions of industrial location. 


We expect our overspill schemes to con- 
tinue and also to extend. This seems a most 
effective way of meeting the problems of 
the conurbation. One authority which has 
the problem and another authority which 
can solve it meet together in co-operation 
and solve it together. 


Turning now to the question of roads, 1 
can well remember the atmosphere of doubt 
and almost ridicule in which we planned 
them. At that time nobody thought they 
would ever be constructed and we were 
rather laughingly regarded as visionaries 
planning for our great-grandchildren. But 
‘We persevered and showed the new roads 
on our Development Plans. We protected 


the roads by development control—often 
against considerable opposition. 

Now, however, at long last the roads are 
to be constructed. Work on some of them 
has begun; and the fact that the routes are 
still open even where they pass through 
urban areas, has reduced their cost and justi- 
fied the faith and foresight of the planning 
authorities. 

My comments have referred mostly to 
the Midlands area, with which I am familiar, 
A similar sort of picture could, however, be 
presented, I should imagine, for most other 
regions. It is the picture of a Development 
Plan well started on the road to realisation 
in actual development. The main objectives 
are being realised. The living and working 
conditions both in the urban and rural areas 
are being improved; amenities are being pro- 
vided, disfigurements mitigated and the level 
of design in our environment raised (though 
not as much as we would wish); derelict 
land is being brought into use, and in conse- 
quence agricultural land is being preserved; 
the growth of the conurbation is being re- 
strained, and population and industry dis- 
persed to centres beyond the green belt; and 
communications are at last being improved 
on the routes which planning has kept open 
for them. 

These positive successes of planning do 
not get much publicity. Professional plan- 
ners seem almost reluctant to mention them. 
Possibly they are inhibited by the general 
unpopularity of ‘planners.’ I think these 
achievements far outweigh on the credit 
side the minor irritations and frustrations 
which receive so much publicity. 


Vote of Thanks 


A vote of thanks to Mr. Owen was pro- 


posed by Mr. E. H. Doustepay, OBE, 
FRICS, County Planning Officer for Hert- 
fordshire. He recalled a visit he paid to 
Darlaston some 15 years ago as Regional 
Planning Officer for the West Midlands. 

At that time, he said, it was rather a de- 
pressing place surrounded by pit heaps and 
slag heaps, but he found there an atmo- 
sphere of awareness of what the fellow next 
door was doing in the adjoining county 
districts and boroughs. They always seemed 
to be looking over the garden fence into the 
Staffordshire area. He found also an aware- 
ness, almost amounting to distrust of the 
County Council. That was the position 15 
years ago, but he thought it was to the credit 
of the personalities concerned on all sides 
that in so short a space of time the situation 
had changed. 

Some 3,000 acres, or over 200 acres a year, 
had been turned from derelict land into 
something that was useful for housing, in- 
dustry, schools and the like, and it was a 
process that was going on all the time. 

Following his visit to Darlaston, he re- 
ceived a telephone call from Mr. Owen who 
told him he wanted to carry out rather a 
large housing scheme for the welfare of his 
workpeople, and could they give him advice 
about reclamation of the derelict land. This, 
said Mr. Doubleday, was an example of Mr. 
Owen’s positive practice, and he had in fact 
carried out the scheme he outlined. It had 
been a considerable achievement and a 
measure of what had been accomplished in 
Staffordshire, and what in years to come 
would be regarded as a truly remarkable 
effort. 

Suggesting that copies of the paper should 
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be sent to the Federation of British Industries 
for publication in their literature, and to 
the Institute of Directors, Mr. Doubleday 
said that if they could put their case to 
managements of industrial concerns it would 
be of great benefit and would help consider- 
ably in the solution of many planning prob- 
lems. 

SiR GEORGE PEPLER, CB, FRICS, second- 
ing the vote of thanks, said that as profes- 
sional planners they found Mr. Owen’s re- 
marks most refreshing at a time when their 
aims were so little understood and often mis- 
represented. He felt the Industrial Bureau 
to which Mr. Owen had referred was a 
particularly fine achievement and one wished 
there were more of them established. The 
men who made up the Bureau were men who 
were entirely interested in the matter from 
the point of view of the profession and were 
in no way interfered with by passing politi- 
cal considezations. 

Replying to a number of questions, Mr, 
OweEN spoke of the difficulties for indusiry 
to plan ahead because of the changes now 
taking place. He instanced the effects of 
automation, and said while planning looked 
ahead, it was difficult to lay down hard and 
fast rules about industrial development 
because of the changing public demand. 

Among the new developments was the 
Free Trade Area. Various industrialists 
were already examining what the effects of 
this move might be. Some would be build- 
ing factories with the formation of sub- 
sidiary companies on the Continent of 
Europe to meet the Common Market prob- 
lems. He would be a wizard and prophet 
if he could say what colour and type in- 
dustry would be in ten years’ time. 

Our Colonies, too, were becoming self- 
supporting. Countries such as Australia 
and New Zealand were putting up a bar on 
imports, which would mean that Britain 
would not be permitted to export manufac- 
tured goods to these countries. These were 
some of the problems which did not allow 
industry to plan ahead to any great extent. 


BAN ON FACTORIES IN 
GREEN BELT 
Restrictions on Growth of 
Industry 


SURREY TOWN AND COUNTRY PLANNING 
ComMITTEE have refused an application by 
Ronald Lyon (Estates), Ltd., for the erection 
of three speculative factories on the Oyster 
Lane Industrial Site, at Byfleet. It was re- 
ported that the local planning authority 
wanted to restrict the further growth of in- 
dustry and employment in the Woking, 
Walton, Weybridge, Chertsey and Egham 
areas at the present time, and, in particular, 
the erection of further speculative factories. 

The Minister of Town and Country Plan- 
ning had agreed that the entry of new in- 
dustry into that part of Surrey, much of 
which was in the Metropolitan Green Belt, 
should be permitted only under the most ex- 
ceptional circumstances. In his view the re- 
maining sites on the Oyster Lane estate 
should be reserved for re-accommodating 
badly sited industries already in the Metro- 
politan Surrey or the adjoining Green Belt 
which did not employ many workers and 
which for some reason must remain in the 
London area, or for providing essential 
additional accommodation for firms already 
on the estate.

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TOWN PLANNING 
DECISIONS 


Proposed Development of Hilltop 
Estate, Chesham, Bucks: Disagree- 
ment Regarding Type of Property 
to be Erected : Minister's 
Decisions 


FOLLOWING a local inquiry, conducted 

by his Inspector, Mr. W. A. 
Devereux, FRIBA, tHe Minister of 
Housing and Local Government has given 
his decisions in- respect of two appeals by 
Wm. Old, Ltd., against the refusals of 
Chesham UDC, acting on behalf of Buck- 
inghamshire CC to (1) approve the designs 
of dwellings proposed to be erected on 
approximately 31 acres of land at Hilltop 
Estate, Chesham; and (2) grant permission 
on an outline application for the erection of 
42 dwellings on just over 4} acres of land, 
also at Hilltop Estate. 


The Council’s reasons for refusal were 
that: Application (1) the erection of such 
a large number of bungalows of the types 
proposed would be detrimental to the 
amenities of the area by reason of their 
size. type, design and arrangement, and the 
development would also be detrimental to 
the properties of. high rateable . value in 
Manor-way adjoining; Application (2) the 
proposal envisaged development of the same 
type and design of property as had been 
refused on application (1) and would be 
prejudicial to the maintenance of the exist- 
ing character of the locality. 


The two sites together form an area. of 
waste land and scrub woodland on high 
ground about one mile north-east of the 
centre of Chesham. They adjoin a quiet 
residential area consisting of houses of 
medium rateable value and are apprdéached 
through Manor-way and Chestnut-avenue. 

The Minister states that he has carefully 
considered the facts of the case and the 
representations of the parties. He notes that 
planning permission for the development of 
the 31 acres of land at 8-10 houses to the 
acre was given on June 29, 1955, and that 
the layout of the roads, together with’ the 
plot arrangement, was approved subse- 
quently in January, 1957. Although the 
present application is concerned only with 
the design and external appearance of the 
proposed dwellings, the Council’s main 
criticism seems to be that closely developed 
streets of identical dwellings, with an 
appearance similar to those on the Chess- 
mount site, would give the estate an air of 
drab uniformity and detract from the 
amenity of the other properties in the 
locality. He notes, too, that the Council 
now feel—as indeed do many of the local 
residents—that a lower density would have 
been more appropriate for the site. This 
question is not before him on this appeal; 
nonetheless, he has considered whether some 
modification of the approved layout to 
reduce the density would be likely to bring 
about any substantial improvement. He has 
concluded, however, that the density pro- 
posed is not excessive for an estate of this 
type, and he does not think that the transi- 
tion from the low density development to 
small-type dwellings would be too abrupt, 
particularly as the site will be divided from 
Manor-way by open space. 


At the inquiry, representations were also 
made about the proposed road access and 
the possible effect of such a large estate 
on the appearance of the locality. The 
Minister does agree that these are far more 
serious matters. First, it would appear 
from the approved layout that the estate 
will depend on a single road access which 
will be at the farthest corner from the 
town centre and that this will result in a 
great deal more traffic along the adjoining 
residential estate roads. Secondly, bunga- 
lows over the crest of the open hilltop will 
stand out prominently when viewed from 
vantage points on the west side of Chesham. 
In the Minister’s view, it would probably 
have been better if planning permission had 
not been given for any development at all 
on this exposed hillside, and he has felt 
obliged to consider whether it would be in 
the public intefest to take away the existing 
permission. 

In view, however, of the amount of 
development which has already spread over 
high ground in this locality, he has decided 
that he has not sufficient justification for 
taking the initiative in starting revocation 
proceedings: but this decision does not pre- 
clude the local planning authority from con- 
sidering the whole question afresh with the 
possibility of revocation in mind. 

It may, of course, be possible to secure a 
more satisfactory road access, and it seems 
to him that the worst effects of skyline 
development might be avoided by some 
adjustment of the layout, the substitution of 
a certain number of terraces for individual 
dwellings, and. the planting of trees and 
shrubs, etc. 

Turning to the point actually at issue on 
this appeal, the Minister has reached the 
conclusion that exception cannot reasonably 
be taken to the design and types of build- 
ings proposed, particularly as they are some- 
what better than the designs of other build- 
ings which have recently been allowed in 
the area. He has accordingly decided to 
allow appeal (1) and hereby approves the 
designs of the bungalows shown on the sub- 
mitted drawings. 


Other Considerations 


This approval does not cover all the 
matters which were reserved for subsequent 
approval in the permission which was given 
on the outline application, and it still 
remains necessary for plans to be submitted 
to the Council showing the types and dis- 
positions of the dwellings to be erected on 
the individual plots. This will give the 
parties the opportunity to consider very 
carefully the grouping and arrangements of 
the buildings and the possibility of using 
different types and different materials. He 
notes that the appellants are prepared to 
consider erecting some semi-detached houses 
on the southern part of the estate, to add 
a proportion of gable roofs, and to use tiles 
of varying colours. He hopes that it will be 
found possible to make arrangements on 
these lines. 

As far as the 44-acre is concerned, he 
agrees with the appellants that if this land 
is to be developed it ought to be laid out 
in conjunction with the larger site. But he 
notes that housing on this land would also, 
according to the suggested layout, depend 
for its principal means of access on the 
access to Chestnut-avenue. While, there- 
fore, he would not have felt able to refuse 
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permission for the reasons given by the 
Council, he has decided that permission 
ought to be withheld until such time as 
provision has been made for a more satis- 
factory road access from the estate. The 
Minister accordingly dismisses this appeal. 


LCC’s Refusal to Allow Single- 
storey Shop at Hackney 
(THE London County Council’s refusal to 

permit the erection of a single-storey 
shop on the forecourt of No. 127, Lower 
Clapton-road, Hackney, and for the incor- 
poration therein of the existing ground-floor 
front room, was the subject of a recent 
appeal to the Minister of Housing and 
Local Government by the executors of 
Barnet Silk, deceased. 

Permission was refused by the Council 
on the ground that the proposal would con- 
flict with the Development Plan, which 
stated that throughout the county per- 
mission (temporary or permanent) would 
not, except in very special circumstances, be 
given for a change from residential use of 
any residentiak building which could still 
be used, with or without adaptation, for 
residential purposes of any kind. 

On behalf of the appellants it was stated 
that they proposed to extend the front part 
of the premises by the erection of a single- 
storey shop and take approximately 170 sq. 
ft. of the existing front room into shop use. 
That would still leave 100 sq. ft. of living 
accommodation of the existing front room, 
which would become a parlour. The remain- 
ing living accommodation would not be 
affected except that access to it would be 
obtained by a side passage, unless a single 
tenant required the whole property for 
his own use. 

The appeal property was the only wholly 
residential one remaining on the west side 
of Lower Clapton-road and Mare-street 
over a distance of some two miles, and 
retail shops adjoined both sides of the 
premises. Its forecourt had a_ certain 
amenity value, but otherwise it was useless 
and extremely ripe for development by a 
single-storey shop. The Council had per- 
mitted the ground-floor front room of No. 
129, Lower Clapton-road, the adjoining 
semi-detached property, to be used as a 
shop some years ago—when the housing 
shortage was more serious than it was 
today. Whilst the forecourt of the appeal 
premises remained undeveloped, however, 
it prohibited the owner of No. 129 from 
extending his shop on to his forecourt. 

On behalf of the LCC it was stated that 
the appeal premises were situated in an area 
allocated for residential purposes with a 
shopping frontage in the administrative 
County of London Development Plan, but 
not programmed for redevelopment. The 
Hackney Boreugh Council had been con- 
sulted on the application and had objected 
to the proposal under the Housing Accom- 
modation. Direction, 1952, in view of the 
reduction in the size of the remaining 
Rousing unit. They had stated that there 
was a great need for two-bedroom flats in 
the borough, and the existing ground floor 
of the appeal premises could be so used, 
whereas the appellants’ proposal would con- 
vert it into a one-bedroom fiat. 

The Minister notes, in his decision, that 
the proposed development would involve 
the loss of only part of one room for resi- 
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dential use, that the premises are within a 
shopping frontage and that the circum- 
stances are such that conversion into two 
self-contained units would not be likely to 
be successful. He therefore sees no objec- 
tion to the proposal in principle, but thinks 
it would be undesirable to permit the exten- 
sion on to the forecourt in view of the pro- 
posed road improvement and the precedent 
which such an extension would be for a 
similar extension of adjoining premises, re- 
sulting in interference with the angle of 
vision near the entrance to Goulton-road. 
The Minister would not, however, see any 
objection to a conversion on the lines of 
that carried out in No. 129, Lower Clapton- 
road. 

Accordingly, the Minister has decided to 
dismiss the appeal. This decision is without 
prejudice to the consideration by.the Coun- 
cil of any alternative proposal for the 
conversion of the ground floor front room. 


Appeal Allowed for Residential 
Accommodation 


(THE Minister of Housing and Local 

Government has allowed the appeal 
ef Mr. D. A. Oldham to build additional 
residential accommodation at the side of 
*Invermene,’ Epsom-road, Ewell. A public 
inquiry was held at Epsom Town Hall in 
March and the council held the view that 
to pull down the garage and erect the two- 
storey extension to provide four single-room 
flatlets as Mr. Oldham wished to do would 
upset the balance of the building and spoil 
its appearance. 

The Inspector found that there was a 
demand for accommodation of this type in 
the borough and he did not think that the 
addition would be incompatible with the 
surrounding properties. He stipulated that 
the extension should be set back 18 inches 
to make a break in the front elevation of 
the building as a whole, it must have a 
hipped slate roof and no apartment win- 
dows will be allowed in the flank wall. 
Alternatively an extension could be built at 
the rear of ‘ Invermene.’ 


[Houses Banned at Runnymede 


HE Minister of Housing and Local 
Government has dismissed the appeal 
of Mr. N. Loudon against Egham (Surrey) 
Urban Council’s refusai to grant planning 
permission for the erection of houses on 
land at Runnymede Park, Englefield Green. 
In his decision the Minister says ‘ he takes 
the view that new building on the periphery 
of Egham must be very carefully controlled 
with the object of limiting the growth of 
the town and safeguarding the Metropolitan 
Green Belt.’ It is particularly important, 
he says, that the open spaces and woodland 
near Runnymede and the Runnymede 
Memorial, which are features of national 
importance visited by peeple from many 
parts of the globe, should be kept free from 
building. 

Runnymede Park is a valuable amenity 
which separates the eastern part of Engle- 
field Green from the open land in the 
vicinity of Runnymede Memorial and also 
provides a fine setting for Runnymede itself. 
The Minister has no deubt that the Council 
are right in taking the view that the whole 
area of the park should be excluded from 
the development area of the town and that 
the proposed houses would be a most 
undesirable intrusion into the Green Belt. 


ADVANCED 
SANDWICH COURSES 


Problems of Finance 


TPHE following joint statement on the 

financing of advanced sandwich 
courses has been issued by the Ministry of 
Education and the Federation of British 
Industries : 

Since the White Paper on Technical 
Education was published in February, 1956, 
the number of advanced sandwich courses, 
under which students spend part of the year 
in a technical college and part in industry, 
has increased from 100 to over 200, and 
the number of students taking them from 
2,000-3,000 to 5,000-6,000. The objective is 
to raise the number of students to 15,000- 
20,000, and so contribute to the building up 
of the supply of technologists which the 
country needs. 

With a view to stimulating the spread of 
these courses, particularly among medium- 
sized and small firms, the Ministry of Edu- 
cation and the Federation of British Indus- 
tries have been reviewing the arrangemeais 
for giving financial assistance to students 
who wish to take them. 

The Federation of British Industries, in a 
policy statement issued on April 29 to all 
members, states its belief that industry, by 
enabling selected employees to pursue 
advanced sandwich courses, in addition to 
supporting day release schemes, acts in its 
own as well as in the nation’s interest. The 
Federation recommends to its members that 
firms which already pay their students’ fees 
and salaries should continue to do so, and 
expresses the hope that firms sending stu- 
dents on advanced sandwich courses in the 
future will follow this example, since it 
stimulates the student’s sense of loyalty to 
the firm and strengthens the firm’s ties with 
the college. Such payments are treated as 
normal business expenses for tax purposes. 

Ministry’s Views 

The Ministry and the Federation recog- 
nise, however, that there are and will con- 
tinue to be firms who do not feel able to 
meet the whole cost of such training. There 
will therefore be a continuing number of 
such students who will look to local educa- 
tion authorities for aid. In a memorandum 
issued the same day, Mr. Geoffrey Lloyd, 
the Minister of Education, recommends local 
education authorities to give sympathetic 
consideration to such applications. 

The memorandum indicates the basis on 
which awards to students taking advanced 
sandwich courses should be calculated. 
Where appropriate, London University rates 
should be taken for students attending 
colleges in London, and the Civic University 
rates for students elsewhere. The award 
should cover the tuition fee in full, except 
where the income scale requires a parental 
contribution towards fees as well as main- 
tenance. 

The Minister advises that in accordance 
with the normal practice for assessing 
awards whereby earnings received outside 
the period of full-time study are disregarded, 
any earnings accruing to a sandwich course 
student while he is working in industry 
should be left out of account unless they 
are exceptional having regard to his age and 
circumstances. Some firms may wish to give 
their students at the beginning of their course 
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an allowance to meet initial expenses; in the 
calculation of a student’s award any such 
allowance may be ignored up to the amount 
of £100. 

The Federation’s statement informs its 
members of these recommendations by the 
Minister and gives guidance on their appli- 
cation from the industrialist’s point of view. 
It recognises that as a further means of 
encouraging students to take sandwich 
courses the employer may, after the course 
is finished, make to the student an ex gratia 
payment in the form of a lump sum, but 
it suggests that the student’s right to this 
gift should not be absolute but conditional, 
e.g., it might be payable on the satisfactory 
completion of the course. 

Students who are college-based, i.e., who 
are recruited by colleges rather than firms, 
but whom the firms accept into their works 
for the periods of practical training, will 
continue to be paid by industry during their 
works training and to be eligible for financial 
assistance from the local education authority 
concerned during their periods in college. 


BUILDING WAGE AND 
HOURS CLAIMS 


National President’s Views 


Mr. C. P. Howe LLs, National president, 
speaking at the half-yearly meeting of the 
Yorkshire Federation of Building Trades 
Employers, at Scarborough, on May 30, 
said: ‘The hearing by the Industrial Dis- 
putes Tribunal of the operatives’ claim for 
a 40-hour week and 8d. per hour will take 
place on June 6. 

‘What the result will be I do not know. 
But what is very important is that the 
decision will be accepted by both sides of 
our industry.’ 


*BASA ROWING CLUB 
Activities Temporarily Suspended 


A DINNER was held at the Building 
Apprentices and Students Association Row- 
ing Club Boathouse, Hammersmith, on 
May 17, to mark the temporary suspension 
of the club’s activities due to difficulties in 
securing sufficient members who were able 
to devote the time to undertake the rigorous 
training necessary to participate in regattas 
and other rowing events. 

Among those present were Mr. S. G. 
Donno and Mr. J. Donno, who had been 
jointly responsible for training the crews 
that had taken part at the Henley Regatta 
and other rowing events. 

Mr. D. E. Woopsine ParisH, the presi- 
dent, reported that the club’s equipment had 
been disposed of and that the assets were 
being placed in the hands of trustees to be 
nominated by the London Master Builders 
Association. When it was possible, the 
Rowing Club’s activities would be restarted, 
The current costs of club premises and 
storage facilities were now very consider- 
able and the increasing difficulties in 
arranging for crew training due to attend- 
ance at technical colleges and_ travelling 
expenses incurred by individual members 
had largely been the cause for the club's 
activities temporarily being suspended. He 
hoped, however, that this suspension would 
be short lived and that it would not be too 
long before a crew representing the build- 
ing industry were once again seen on the 
tideway.

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ACCIDENT FIGURES 
IN BUILDING INDUSTRY 


HM Chief Inspector of Factories 
Report for 1956 


M R. E. L. JONES, MBE, gave a talk on 
+" the 1956 Report of HM Chief Inspector 
of Factories, Sir George Barnett, at the 53rd 
general meeting of the London Building and 
Engineering Contractors Accident Prevention 
Group, held recently at the Safety 
Centre, Horseferry-road, SW1. Following 
are extracts from Mr. Jones’s address: 

Over industry as a whole, the number of 
fatal accidents shows a drop for the first 
time since 1952, but the fatal accidents in 
building have, in recent years, shown little 
indication of a decreasing trend in numbers. 
The fatalities in the industries total 186; the 
only consolation from this being, that the 
increase in output of the industry has not 
resulted in an increase of fatal accidents. 

During 1956, on the basis of a five-day 
week, and a 50-week year, four men were 
killed every week, and there were 59 report- 
able accidents every day: the total of the 
latter being 14,820. The figures in 1955 were 
184 fatalities and 14,561 reportable accidents. 

Sir George, in his revue of progress, states 
that the small contractor seems to think that 
safety organisation is a thing right outside 
his orbit, even if he is aware of its existence. 
He makes the point that but for the enter- 
prise and energy shown by individual con- 
tractors, the Trades Unions and one or two 
accident prevention groups, the figures for 
1956 would be discouraging. 


In spite of the Regulations having been in 


force for eight years, inspectors still report 
both ignorance of the requirements of the 
regulations, and failure to notify reportable 
accidents. The failure of the men themselves 


to appreciate hazards is still a serious 
problem, the painters being picked out as 
careless and lacking in safety consciousness, 
and having no regard for their own safety or 
that of other workmen. 

One inspector has suggested that accidents 
at any one site are probably related to the 
progress of the work. At the commence- 
ment, the labour force and the risks are 
small. As the building grows, both increase. 
When the walls and floors are finished, the 
tisks decrease, and eventually the labour 
shrinks. The report goes on to say that 
what is needed in the building industry is 
closer supervision of these ever-changing 
situations by competent people, who know, 


and have the urge to eliminate, the risks 
involved. 


Two Special Surveys 

During the year, two special surveys were 
made: one into eye accidents, the other on 
falls through and from roofs. 

Notifiable eye injuries have for several 
years averaged 550 a year, or nearly four 
per cent. of all types of accidents. The 
number occurring in the five processes 
covered by Regulation 84, and specified in 
the second schedule, are relatively small, 
over 50 per cent. of them from cutting stone, 
concrete, etc., by portable power tools. 
Those outside the schedule numbered 499; 
the greatest proportion arising from the use 
of hand tools (204) on construction sites. 

The report states that nearly everyone on 
a building site is exposed to the risk of some 


sort of eye injury. Most of these accidents 
could have been prevented by the use of eye 
shields or goggles, but almost everywhere it 
is found that the men are opposed to their 
uses 

In the survey of roofing accidents, 363 
reports were examined individually, grouped 
and classified. Half of them were from falls 
through fragile roofs, including 15 fatalities, 
mainly through asbestos sheeting, the rest 
through glass or wood wool slabs. There 
is still a widespread disregard of the need for 
roof ladders and crawling boards. The 
remaining half of the total occurred from 
sloping surfaces or through openings, with 
15 fatalities. 

Accidents caused by falls of persons and 
materials have continued to rise, and are 
1.3 per cent. higher than in 1955. Seventy- 
eight per cent. of all fatal accidents are in 
this class, over 63 per cent. being due to the 
fall of persons. I think that we must agree 
with the statement in the report that if the 
problem of preventing falls can be solved, 
we will have broken the back of one of the 
worst problems in the industry. 

There were nearly 1,000 accidents, includ- 
ing 11 fatalities on ladders used for access, 
and nearly 400 with four deaths on scaffolds 
made up of trestles or steps. These figures 
represent over 18 per cent. and seven per 
cent. of the injuries due to falls of persons, 
and the fatalities represent over nine per 
cent. and three per cent. of all the fatal falls. 

In excavation work, 52 accidents occurred. 
The attention given to timbering, etc.. 
appears to be improving, and a contrast is 
developing between work which is subject to 
the Regulations and that which is not. This 
surely speaks for itself. 

The use of builders’ hoists, accounted for 
113 accidents with three fatalities. Most of 
these were severe, and could have been 
prevented by compliance with the Regula- 
tions regarding fences and gates, together 
with an efficient signalling system and single 
controls. 


Accidents in Engineering 


There were 1,991 accidents, of which 38 
were fatal, reported from works of engineer- 
ing construction, showing a slight reduction 
on the previous year. In addition, 274, 
including six fatalities, were voluntarily 
reported from civil engineering works, which 
did not come within the legal definition. 

Falls of persons and materials produce the 
greatest percentage of the total, with 553 
accidents, or 27.8 per cent. with eight fatal. 
The next largest is from * carrying, wheeling, 
moving or lifting by hand’ with 412 acci- 
dents or 20.7 per cent. of the total, none 
being fatal. 

All divisions of the Factory Inspectorate 
comment strongly on the failure to provide 
safety precautions in trenches or other 
excavations. In this is to be found the most 
serious state of affairs in the industry. 
While the number of these accidents reported 
is not very high, the ratio of fatalities is high; 
12 deaths out of 42 accidents. 

Power driven machinery was responsible 
for 4.93 per cent. of the total accidents, while 
7.03 per cent. or 142, including 10 fatalities, 
were from the use of lifting appliances. 
Eighty-one involved cranes, many due to 
over-turning. Lifting appliances on these 
works are not legally required to be tested 
and examined, and many cases come to light 
where no proper arrangements exist for this

to be done. The only observation I can offer 
is that regulations for these works are long 
overdue. 

In conclusion I would say that the general 
tone of the report discloses the. need for 
greater attention to the detail of accident 
prevention. Greater education of both 
management and men, perhaps especially the 
latter, whe must somehow be taught to have 
a greater regard for the safety of themselves 
and others, is also essential. 


EDUCATIONAL 
ASSOCIATION MEETING 


‘Falling Off in Craftsmanship’ 


THE North-Western Educational Associa- 
tion for the Building Industry held a meet- 
ing, at the Denbighshire Technical College, 
on April 26, to discuss ‘The Impact of 
Modern Building Techniques on Craftsman- 
ship and Craft Education.’ A panel of four 
speakers gave their views before the meet- 
ing was thrown open for discussion. 

Mr. H. A: Crark, FRIBA, FIArb, 
opened the discussion saying that he had 
looked up various words in the title and 
found that impact could mean ‘sharp kick,’ 
and even the word craft could mean ‘seat, 
so he felt that certainly many crafts had 
received a kick in the pants by the new 
techniques. The introduction of synthetic 
materials and the consequent lack of feel- 
ing for these unnatural materials had caused 
a falling off in craftsmanship, and yet it 
Was necessary for craftsmen to have a more 
scientific approach to their work, as they 
were dealing with many products which 
needed controlled handling. 

Mr. STEWART COTHLIFF said that the num- 
bers of craftsmen who could do really high- 
class plastering had dwindled because of the 
reduced amount of work in that field, yet 
it was imperative that the skills should 
remain in order that old buildings could be 
maintained and repaired. He thought there 
was a danger of over-specialisation, which 
tended to reduce the number of men who 
could do any job in the trade. He was 
greatly in favour of liberalising craft educa- 
tion so that apprentices would have an all- 
round appreciation of the industry and its 
problems. 

Mr. V. May felt that the problem was 
not as vital as indicated by the previous 
speakers, as although a great drive had been 
made by modern architects like Gropius, 
Aalto and Le Corbusier to introduce the 
new style, such as curtain walling, it had 
now become traditional, yet only large 
buildings had adopted it. There would still 
be a great call for equipment of all descrip- 
tions for housing and small jobs which we 
in this country still liked to carry out in 
the traditional manner. 

Finally, Mr. P. Wyatt, who spoke for 
the main contractor, suggested that some of 
the tasks normally classed as other than 
crafts had become quite skilled, and he gave 
as examples the excavator driver and the 
steel fixer. He felt that we over-trained 
many of our apprentices and taught them 
things they would never require to know, 
because the emphasis was always on pro- 
motion and no thought was given to the 
chap who was going to stay on the tools 
for all his working life. In the chair was 
the president, Mr. W. Hatton.

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Plastic Doors for Garages 


A REINFORCED plastic door, believed 
+“ to be the first of its kind in Britain, 
has been introduced by Coburn Engineers, 
Ltd., Coburn Works, Peasmarsh, Guildford, 
Surrey. Although primarily intended for 
garages, it could be used for industrial 
buildings, such as sheds, storerooms, etc. 
The door is of the ‘ over-the-top type,’ and 
is supplied complete with gear. A slight 
pull of the door handle sends the door 
upwards, completely clearing the vehicle or 
stores inside. A system of rollers running 
along tracks (parallel with the roof and 
with the front walls) and counterweights, 
guide the door’s movements. This new 
door is said to be extremely light and 
manceuvrable. It is claimed that a child 
can lift the door with ease and that it is 
rotproof. The door can be stained to the 
required colour during manufacture so no 
painting is needed. Its lightness has enabled 
new gear to be used. The top guide track 
is simpler than that normally used and 
smailer counterweights are also employed. 
Hard rubber guide rollers are used through- 
out. 

The door’s weight of between 50 and 
60 lb. is much lighter than a wooden door 
of the same size (about 200 Ib.). It is 7 ft. 
square and can be securely locked. Various 
colours are available.

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will not clog the outlet. The speed of drain- 
age during heavy rainfall is also increased, 
avoiding waterlogged roof areas. The roof- 
ing felt normally used on flat roofs is simply 
pressed into the outlet and the inner cone 
clamped down hard onto it, to ensure a 
weatherproof joint between felt and outlet, 
quickly made yet permanent. Any water 
that should filter between the cones drains 
into the outlet. The outlet is equally useful 
with sheet metal box gutters, patent deck- 
ing in situ cast concrete roofs, precast 
concrete beam construction, parapet walls, 
or simple felted roofs. Several types and 
angles of outlet are offered to fill all require- 
ments. 


Tubular Handled Shovel 


A recent addition to the range of shovels 
made by Edward Elwell, Ltd., Wednesbury, 
Staffs., is one known as ‘ The Silver King’ 
tubular handled shovel. This has been 
introduced in order to counter the problem 
of the breakage of the usual wood handles. 
The tube, which replaces the normal wood 
stem, is of steel alloy and is brazed to the 
socket of the shovel. The joint is excep- 
tionally strong and withstands some very 
severe tests. One of the tests carried out 
involved the use of a lorry with a laden 
weight of over 11 tons. The shovel was 
placed on a concrete road and the lorry 
passed over it several times without break- 
ing or bending any part of the tool. A 


wooden plug is inserted in the top of the 
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tube in order to keep out water and dirt. 
The introduction of the tube does not in- 
crease the weight and, in fact, the total 
weight is some 2 oz. lighter than a solid 
socket shovel with a wood handle. A wood 
grip has been retained as it is considered 
that this is more comfortable to the touch 
than steel at this point. The blade is black 
japanned and the handle, apart from the 
grip, has an oven-baked red finish. 


A New Colour Aggregate 

Dohm, Ltd., have announced the intro- 
duction of a new colour aggregate known 
as Dohm Decor. Its makers claim that at 
last it is possible to spray coloured aggre- 
gate—white, red, yellow, blue or mixtures— 
on walls and ceilings on a bitumastic or 
plastic base, which it is said will camouflage 
cracks and defects and give a_ brighter 
finish, at one-third the cost of ceramic tiles. 
For exterior use Dohm Decor coats con- 
crete, wood, brickwork, etc., and for the 
interior it brings a colourful wall finish for 
canteens, stairs, cloakrooms, etc. The 
granular surface deters would-be scribblers, 
and can be cleaned by hosing down or wash- 
ing with soap and water. For applying the 
aggregate ordinary spraying equipment can 
be used, with the addition of a special nozzle 
for the spray gun.

Birmingham Development Protest 
Protests against Birmingham Corpora- 
tion's proposal to build houses on 90 acres 
of |and they own at Blakedown in the North 
Worcestershire Green Belt were made at 
Churchill and Blakedown council meeting, 
on May 21.

Plastics Material Sales 


Sales of plastics material in 1957 totalled 
393.000 tons. This was an increase of 
56,000 tons, or 17 per cent., over 1956, and 
compares with a rise of 7 per cent. for a 
year earlier; while the rate of increase in 
sales in the first three quarters of 1957 was 
18-19 per cent., that in the fourth quarter 
was rather less, at 10 per cent. Exports of 
plastics materials as such totalled 106,000 
tons in 1957, an increase of 13,000 tons, or 
14 per cent., on exports in 1956. Imports, 
at 33,000 tons in 1957, were 10,000 tons 
higher than in 1956. The increase in im- 
Ports and in sales of home-produced plastics 
materials resulted in consumption of some 
53,000 tons, or about 20 per cent., more than 
in 1956. The increase in sales was mainly 
in t ‘ermoplastic materials where sales were 
Near'y 27 per cent. more than in 1956. The 
Main contributors to this expansion were 
Polyethylene, polystyrene and_ polyvinyl 
chloride.

This was 
named Princess Estate. He hoped the second 
neighbourhood—Duchess Estate—would be 
completed early next year. For the five 
neighbourhoods, it was intended to build 
8,477 dwellings, 384 shops, five markets, nine 
primary schools, two secondary schools, a 
junior technical school, four school playing 
fields, four public playing fields and parks, 
two health centres, three community centres 
and a main post office. There would also 
be a police station, four filling service sta- 
tions, three cinemas, a swimming pool, two 
office blocks or department stores, a tele- 
phone exchange, a sewerage pumping 
station, 11 electrical sub-stations, and a 
district hospital. Seven sites had been 
reserved for religious purposes, while a large 
area of land held by the government on 
behalf of the SIT had been zoned for 
industry. . . . The demand for building 
materials continued at a high level in 
Singapore during 1957 and taking cement 
as the yard arm this commodity reached a 
new record of about 280,000 tons, an increase 
of 35,000 tons over 1956. This is stated 
by the Singapore Chamber of Commerce 
in a report which adds that many low- 
cost housing estates were constructed during 
last year. ...
